Subscribers to THE TRAFFIC BULLETIN receive 
free of charge all the regular and special dockets of 
the Consolidated Classification Committee, listing the 
changes currently proposed. 


3.-A Check on Your Tariff File 

THE TRAFFIC BULLETIN prints an abstract of 
every new tariff, supplement and classification filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission (railroads, motor 
carriers, water carriers, freight forwarders, express com- 
panies and pipe lines) the Maritime Commission (ocean 
shipping) and Civil Aeronautics Board (air lines) in the 
current week, enabling you to get copies of those that 


will change your rates, well in advance of the effective 
dates. 


4, Rate Changes on Short Notice 


A number of rate changes are made by the carriers 
on less than 30 days’ notice. Before making them effec- 
tive the carriers must file short notice applications. These 
are printed in THE TRAFFIC BULLETIN as they 
are filed in Washington, along with the “Permissions” 
(short notice changes which are allowed by the two 
regulatory bodies). Information of this kind, received 
in advance of a change in one single instance, may save 
you more than the cost of a full year’s subscription. 


3. Other Essential Rate Information 

Suspended tariffs, embargo notices, fourth section 
applications and orders, tariffs returned and express 
tariffs.

With this issue, the Traffic World opens its 81st 

semi-annual volume. Volume 80, which closed 
with last week’s issue, fell about 150 pages short of 
the largest on record. Despite that, however, it totaled 
1952 pages, an average of more than 75 each week. 
This is a far cry from a few years ago when the aver- 
age was nearer 50, and an issue running as high as 
64 pages was the exception rather than the rule. 


At mid-year, we quoted the chief of our Washing- 
ton news bureau as saying that 1947 was the “busiest 
transportation news year.”’ Now that 1947 has passed 
into history, the statement he made then proves to 
have been fully borne out. Had it not been for the 
recess of Congress for several months, the chances 
are that Volume 80 would have set a new record in 
number of pages. 


Dominating our publication in the last half of 1947 
was, of course, the general railroad freight increase 
proceeding carried on before the Commission under 
its docket number Ex Parte 166. The petition was filed 
on July 3. As the year came to an end, a completed 
record, surpassing in bulk any case ever heard by that 
body (excepting, of course, such continuing affairs as 
the class rate cases and the proceedings under the 
Hoch-Smith resolution in Docket 17000 and its various 
sub-numbers), was before the Commission for consid- 
eration and decision. 


The compilation of such a record in such a short 
time, including thousands of pages of verified state- 
ments, other thousands of oral testimony entered at 
hearings at widely separated points of the country, and 
days of oral argument, indicated that others besides 
the railroads realized the “emergency” factor and that 
there was determination on all hands to reach adjudica- 
tion promptly. 

This was further emphasized by the issuance of an 
emergency ten per cent rate increase order within 
weeks of the filing of the original petition, and the 
prospect of a prompt decision on the record. 


The very weight of that record, however, made 
Careful appraisal of it for purposes of final decision 
impossible with the speed indicated necessary by rail- 
toad revenue needs, so that, as 1948 dawned, the Com- 
Mission, in added emergency action, increased the 
tarlier temporary increase materially. 


All this, of course, put special pressure on the in- 
terested parties—shippers and shippers’ organizations, 


railroads, the Commission—and on the Traffic World, 
too. 


There is only one way of following such an im- 
portant and widely significant proceeding, short of 
attending all of the public sessions and reading the 
whole record, with any degree of assurance that all 
angles have been covered, and that is through the 
reading of our publication. Indeed, it would have been 
impossible for any individual, even assuming time and 
expense were unimportant to him, to have kept a 
running eye on the proceedings, because frequently 
several hearing sessions were going on simultaneously, 
and occasionally the hearings in widely separated cities 
were conducted at the same time. 


We realize fully our responsibility in these matters. 
Since there was no other way in which interested per- 


‘sons could keep a close watch on what was going on 


in Ex Parte 166, we determined, as soon as the original 
petition was filed, that the readers of the Traffic World 
would have as good a running account of the proceed- 
ings as it was humanly possible to write and print. 


te we fell something short of our original 
resolution. But we did have competent reporters 
present at every possible session, we did examine every 
verified statement filed, and we did report the argu- 
ments as fully as seemed warranted. 


All told, in the six months just ended, there ap- 
peared in the Traffic World nearly 150,000 words deal- 
ing directly with the Ex Parte 166 proceedings. Thus, 
our staff produced something more in words alone than 
three full-length novels. And the writing of accurate 
reports in so highly technical a matter requires a type 
of skill and experience vastly different from that re- 
quired of the imaginative writer. 

Of course, we realize that volume, in and of it- 
self, is no proof that the job was well done. Indeed, as 
everyone knows, it usually takes more time and effort 
to turn out a competent brief account than a long one. 


In our case, however, we felt that those interested 
wanted a complete story and that they were willing 
to read more words could they be assured that no 
important point was overlooked. Even at that, how- 
ever, there will be those who feel that we overlooked 
something important, or that we failed to stress a point 
vital to the main issue. It is but natural to an individual

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that what he has contributed, however insignificant it 
may appear in the total bulk, is most important. 

To such we can only say that, in the last analysis, 
we must depend on the experience and judgment of our 
reporters in selecting what they consider the most 
significant details. That judgment may appear to be 
at fault at times; but the whole story as we published 


it was, we believe, a competent account and appraisal - 


of what went on. 

Many thousands of miles of travel and many days 

for reporters away from,their accustomed tasks went 
into this project. Despite that, however, we did not 
neglect any of the many other services the Traffic 
World regularly furnishes to its readers. If Ex Parte 
166 overshadowed the rest of the news in Volume 80 
of the Traffic World, the rest of the news still was

that we did a pretty good job. 


ND WE OPEN the book on 1948 with the promise 
of improvements in store for our readers that will 
develop as the months pass. The time is not here as yet 
for a formal announcement of those improvements, but 
they have been in planning and development for some 
time, and 1948 should see their fruition. Just as the 
last half of 1947 saw the inauguration in our pages 
of a monthly section on mechanized freight handling 
and packaging, so should the first half of 1948 bring 
further progress.

It 
should be preserved and bound with the issues it covers 
so that the whole volume may serve as reference in 
the years to come. 


I. C. C. Grants 20 Per Cent 
“Interim” Increases in Lieu of 
10 Per Cent Granted in October 


Railroads authorized to make increases effective on 
five days’ notice, the increases to remain in effect until 
June 30, 1948. Exceptions to general increases author- 
ized on coal and coke and iron ore, increases on ores 
and concentrates of aluminum, copper, lead, and zinc, 
to be same as on iron ore. No increase granted at 
present on protective services. Rails to make increases 
effective January 5 





e The Commission, with the concurrence generally of the 

cooperative committee of representatives of state commis- 

sions, made public at 4 p. m., December 30, a unanimous re- 

port and order in Ex Parte 166, Increased Freight Rates, 1947, 

granting the railroads, water carriers and freight forwarders 

a 20 per cent increase in freight rates, with excéptions, until 

June 30, 1948, in lieu of the 10 per cent. increase granted in 

32 World, Oct. 11, p. 1003).

The Commission said the rates should be published in the 
tariffs and applied as a percentage increase in the amount of 
the total freight charges as shown by the freight bill, exclusive 
of the 3 per cent federal transportation tax, except as other- 
wise provided on ore and ore concentrates, ‘and on coal, coke 
and lignite. 


The Commission expressed itself of the opinion there was 


need for immediate action permitting further substantial in- 


creases and that such action should be taken without awaiting 
“the completion of a further study of the large and detailed 
record before us.” 


Commission Summary of Report 


The high-lights of the report were contained in a notice 
— by W. P. Bartel, secretary of the Commission. The notice 
said: 


The Interstate Commerce Commission today issued and served its 
report on further hearing, adopted December 29, 1947, and authorized 
the petitioning rail and water carriers\and freight forwarders to make 
effective until June 30, 1948, substantial increases in their freight rates 
and charges on five days’ notice. The rates authorized will supersede 
the increases temporarily accorded October 6 last pending a full hearing 
upon the carriers’ proposals, which now has been held. A week was 
given to oral argunient before the entire Commission, concluding De- 
cember 20, based on the large record of testimony received at Chicago, 
Boston, Fort Worth, Montgomery, Ala., Salt Lake City, Los Angeles, 
Portland, Ore., and Washington. 

The interim increases authorized on October 6 were in general 10 
per cent of the Basic rates then in effect on all commodities except iron 
ore, coal, and coke, as to which specific amounts of increases. were per- 
mitted. Altogether the interim increases, which became effective on 
October 13, amounted to about 8.9 per cent of the freight rates in effect 
on the date of the interim decision. The present authorization enlarges 
the amount of the authorized general increase from 10 to 20 per cent, 
and permits increases in the specific amounts on coal and coke, and 
iron ore. However, no increase is authorized on iron ore to the head 
of the Great Lakes, and the increase permitted on the ores and con- 
centrates of aluminum, copper, lead, and zinc, is the same as upon iron 
ore. No increase is permitted on protective services at the present time, 
as the proposal requires further study. 

The basis for the carriers’ request was to enable them to meet 
increased costs for wages and materials, and to give them net earnings 
ns eg out the national transportation policy announced by Congress 
n 1 

As said by the Commission in its report, the testimony has taken a 
very wide scope, and besides dealing with the extent of relief to which 
the carriers were entitled, presents difficult problems as to the distribu- 
tion of the increases to be made, both as between commodities and 
services and between the -various rate districts and regions. There was 
general acquiescence in the conclusion among those appearing at the - 
hearings that substantial increases should be made, but beyond that 
was sharp disagreement as to the aggregate amount of the increase 
allowable, and as to how the burden of the increases should be applied 
to diverse commodities and regionally. 

The Commission announces its intention to proceed diligently witn 
the examination of these issues. But the report says it is convinced that 
there is need for immediate action permitting further substantial in- 
creases, and that such action should be taken without awaiting com- 
plete study of the large record. Accordingly the Commission now au- 
a the increases to be made on short notice, and for a limited 
perio 

Approval of the increase of 20 per cent in lieu of the previous 10 
per cent was conditioned: upon the offer the carriers made at the 
initial hearing, to apply the maximum amounts on increases shown in 
their petition of September 5, 1947, as a basis for seeking authority to 
make reparation, when the stated maxima are less than the percentage 
method would make the increase. However, as to the ores and concen- 
trates previously mentioned, and corresponding products thereof, the 
somewhat greater maxima proposed on iron ore and on iron and steel 
articles, in the latest amendment to their petition, are to be observed. 

The Commission’s staff estimates the additional revenue on an an- 
nual basis, after adjustments and corrections, on the same volume of 
freight traffic handled in 1947, would be at the rate of $1,230,000,000 
over the rate basis in effect immediately prior to the first interim order, 
or on October 5, 1947, an over-all average of 17.5 per cent. These in- 
creases are superimposed upon a rate structure on that date which 
reflected increases authorized December 5, 1946, which the railroads 
estimated would yield approximately $1,200,000,000 on the 1947 freight 
traffic, or about 17.6 per cent over the preexisting rate basis. 

All members of the Commission concurred, with no dissents stated. 
The report indicates that the conclusions reached were concurred in 
generally by the four cooperating state commissioners, Potter of Cali- 
fornia, Mason of Ohio, Knight of Louisiana, and Holmberg of Minnesota. 


The Commission’s Report 


The Commission’s report occupies seven single-spaced mim- 
eographed pages, plus the accompanying orders. It follows: 


This proceeding is a continuation of that with which we dealt in 
our report and orders of October 6, 1947, 269 I. C. C. 33. As there 
shown, substantially all the class I railroads and numerous other rail- 
roads -petitioned,.July 3, 1947,. for authority to make substantial in- 
creases in their freight rates, certain freight accessorial charges, and 
rates .on.milk.and cream in passengér service, in interstate and foreign 
commerce,. To-erable them. to. do this. they requested us to authorize 
the filing of schedules of the increased rates upon short notice, and to 
modify our: outstanding. orders. to enable them’ to make the increases 
sought with appropriate relief under sections 4 and 6 of the Interstate » 
Commerce Act. The petition was amended as sta in our former 
report, at pages 37-8:

“The increases sought in the. initial petition as amended July 23, 
1947, were substantial, and the request was enlarged immediately fol- 
lowing the wage award later mentioned, by the amended petition of 
September 5, 1947. Thereby the petitioners asked for increases of 38 
per cent within eastern territory and between eastern territory and 
southern and western territories, instead of 25 per cent as originally 
sought, and 28 per cent within and between southern and western 
territories, instead of 15 per cent as first sought. However, the peti- 
tioners seek authority for increases in specific amounts instead of by 
percentages on coal, coke, and iron ore, and the percentage increases 
sought on various other commodities are subject to certain maxima, 
and differing bases of increase are sought for certain accessorial or 
special services.”’ 

We instituted the present proceeding and investigation into and 
concerning the reasonableness and lawfulness of further increases in 
the freight rates and charges of the petitioning carriers and of other 
petitioners who intervened, July 24, 1947, and undertook by expedited 
proceedings the investigation required. The hearing began September 
9, 1947, and following oral argument before the Commission the pro- 
ceeding was submitted September 19, 1947. Our report and orders were 
made October 6, 1947, and are to be read with this report on further 
hearing for a more detailed statement. 


Review of October Interim Increase 


By our report and orders we found that the national transportation 
policy and rule of rate making (section 15a of the Interstate Commerce 
Act) required that there be a temporary increase of 10 per cent in the 
basic freight rates and charges of petitioning carriers, including the 
rates and charges for the transportation of milk and cream in passenger 
service with the following exceptions: No increase was authorized. in 
the charges for protective service. An increase of 10 cents per ton, net 
or gross as rated, on iron ore was authorized, except that no increase 


was authorized in the line-haul rates to or handling charges at the upper . 


lake ports. An increase of 10 cents per net-ton or 11 cents per gross 
ton was authorized on coal and coke, including lignite. These increases 
became effective on interstate traffic on October 13, 1947. 

On December 3, 1947, the railroad petitioners asked leave further 
to supplement and amend the original petition so as to request author- 
ity to increase their freight rates and charges by substituting a new 
schedule of proposals, which, in general, added 3 per cent to the in- 
creases previously requested in their petition as amended September 
5, 1947. 

As stated by us in the report, supra, page 40, that report was 
confined to issues presented by a motion made by petitioners and other 
interveners for an interim increase as moved by them at the beginning 
of the hearing on September 9, 1947, with supplemental and intervening 
motions made during the hearing. As we stated: 

“Much of the evidence adduced is relevant both to the motion and 
to the main proposals of the carriers for larger, continuing increases. 
That evidence will remain in the record for future consideration, and 
our present conclusions will not prejudice in any way the conclusions 
we may ultimately reach when the record is completed upon the whole 
case.”’, 

Further Hearings 


After the increased temporary rates had become effective hearings 
were resumed at Chicago, Ill., November 3, 1947, and continued until 
November 13. Thereafter hearings were conducted at Boston, Mass., 
Montgomery, Ala., Salt Lake City, Utah, Los Angeles, Calif., Portland, 
Ore., and Fort Worth, Tex. Hearings were resumed in Washington on 
December 8, 1947, and were concluded December 13, 1947. Oral argu- 
ment was heard by the Commission from December 15 to 20, inclusive. 
In addition to hearing the testimony of several hundred witnesses dur- 
ing this series of hearings, ‘and hearing more than 80 counsel in oral 
argument, we have received several hundred verified statements in lieu 
of the personal appearance of parties as witnesses, and a large number 
of briefs either supplementing oral argument or in lieu thereof. 

Throughout the further proceedings described we have had the 
cooperation and assistance of the committee of state regulatory com- 
missioners who are named in our former report, page 39. It is our 
understanding that the members of that committee concur generally 
in our present conclusions as later stated in this report. 

Under the reservations contained in our discussion, pages 51-52 of 
the original report, the testimony at the further hearings throughout 
the country and at Washington has’ related to the main issues with 
respect to the increases sought. The testimony now before us has a 


very wide scope, and has been presented in great detail. It deals both’ 


with the needs of the carriers for further revenue from their freight 
traffic, in order to enable them to carry out the purposes of the na- 
tional transportation policy of Congress, and also with the extent of the 
relief to which they are entitled, and difficult problems as to the dis- 
tribution of the increases to be made as between commodities and 
services, and between the various rate districts and regions. 

The original petition, dated July 3, 1947, was predicated upon the 
revenue needs of the railroad petitioners as of June, 1947. The wage 
increase of 15.5 cents per hour for non-operating employes, effective 
September 1, 1947, and a substantial increase in the prices of railway 
fuel and other materials and supplies, constituted the basis for the 
amended petition of September 5, 1947, and the interim increase of 10 
per cent (with exceptions on coal, coke, iron ore, and protective service 
charges) authorized in our report and orders of October 6, 1947. The 
interim increase was designed to cover the estimated annual increase 
in operating expenses of $625,000,000 of class I railroads which had 
occurred since June, 1947. 

Changed Operating Costs ° 


Since the filing of the amended petition of September 5, 1947, the 
railroad petitioners have incurred further substantial increases in their 
operating expenses due to an increase of 15.5 cents per hour in the rates 
of pay of operating employes who are members of the conductors’ and 
trainmen’s brotherhoods, effective November 1, 1947, with certain 
changes in the rules governing the employment of such employes, effec- 
tive January 1, 1948, which the railroad petitioners estimate will in- 
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crease the cost of operation of class I railroads by approximately 
$96,350,000 per annum, including payroll taxes. 

Proceedings under the Railway Labor Act regarding the demands 
for increased wages and rule changes by the other three brotherhoods 
of operating employes, locomotive engineers, firemen, and switchmen, 
are pending, and if such employes obtain increases in wages of 15.5 
cents per hour, the amount offered in settlement by railroad: manage- 
ment, together with certain changes in operating rules comparable to 
those made effective in respect of conductors and trainmen, the resulting 
increase in operating costs, including payroll taxes, will approximate 
$68,350,000 per annum for class I railroads. The total of these two items 
of $96,350,000 and $68,350,000 is $164,700,000. The increased cost for 1948 
of the wage increase and rule changes already awarded to conductors 
and trainmen plus similar awards to the remaining operating groups of 
employes is estimated by the railroad petitioners as $165,600,000. In- 
creases in the prices of materials and supplies from September 2, 1947, 
to November 1, 1947, amounting to 2% per cent, will increase operating 
costs in 1948 by approximately $51,200,000. The amended petition of 
December 3, 1947, requesting 3 per cent additional increase would, it is 
estimated, yield additional revenue of $178,100,000 in 1948. These esti- 
mates of the petitioners are dependent to a degree upon the volume and 
character of traffic to be carried in 1948, but even accepted with neces- 
sary qualifications they indicate significant and recent changes in the 
trends of operating costs. 

In our prior report we discussed the results of the petitioners’ oper- 
ations in 1947 as then developed. The figures considered were based on 
actual results so far as available and on estimates furnished by the 
executives of 33 of the leading class I railroads in the various districts 
for the remainder of the year. In the further hearing these figures 


‘were brought down more nearly to date and additional estimates from 


the executives of the same railroads were furnished. The revised figures 
for the year as thus presented do not in substance differ very greatly 
from those set forth in the prior report. The prospect for 1948 has now 
become of first importance. As to it the applicants’ forecast is:

General Agreement on Rail Situation 


By and large, it may be fairly said upon the whole record that on 
the part of both government authorities and shippers, there is general 
acquiescence in the conclusion that the petitioning carriers are in need 
of substantial increases in revenues from their freight traffic. There is 
sharp disagreement as to the amount which we might ‘lawfully author- 
ize as just and reasonable and otherwise in conformity with the act 
both as to the aggregate of the increases and as to their application 
on many individual commodities and services embraced in the amended 
petition. The showing in this respect is of the same general nature 
as was described in our original report, greatly elaborated, and brings 
into sharp relief questions of importance as to the form and amount 
of the increases to be allowed as continuing additions to the rates and 
charges of the petitioners. Obviously this record and these issues must 
be carefully examined and weighed before permanent or continuing 
changes are made which involve the rate structure of the whole country. 
It is our intention to proceed as diligently as possible with such ex- 
amination. 

We are convinced, however, that there is need for immediate action 
permitting further substantial increases in the rates and charges of the 
petitioning carriers and interveners. We are of the opinion that such 
action should be taken without awaiting the completion of a further 
study of the large and detailed record before us. Accordingly, these 
increases will be authorized for a limited period, during which such 
Study can be made, and this action will be without prejudice to the 
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Decisions of the INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION 
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Grain Transit at Great Falls 
Ordered Established 


The Commission Division 3, by a report and order in No. 
29515 General Mills, Inc., versus Great Northern Railway Co., 
has ordered the defendant to establish reasonable transit ar- 
rangements for storing and processing at Great Falls, Mont., 
in connection with present through rates on grain and grain 
products in carloads from points in Montana via routes through 
Butte, Mont., to destinations in California and Nevada. Failure 
to establish such arrangements was found unreasonable and 
unduly prejudicial. Arrangement must be established by March 
29, on statutory notice. 


Dairy Products Rates to 
Panama City Not Reasonable 


By a report in No. 29558, George V. Hanson et al. versus 


Atlanta and St. Andrews Bay Railway Co. et al., the Commis-. 


sion, Division 2, has found line haul rates on milk, cream, and 
cottage cheese, in straight and mixed carloads shipped from 
Minneapolis and Watertown, Minn., to Panama City, Fla., and 
Thomasville, Ga., on and after June 6, 1944, in passenger train 
service, not shown unreasonable. It also found that the rates 
included delivery at complainant’s private siding in the switch- 
ing limits of Panama City. It awarded reparation on switch- 
ing charges, which were found unreasonable. 


Mountain Pacific Territory Class 
Rate Complaint Dismissed 


The Commission has issued an order dismissing the com- 


‘plaint in No. 29819, State of Washington vs. Chicago, Mil- 


waukee, St. Paul & Pacific Railroad Co. et al., in which the 
state authorities sought to have the interim rate adjustment 
of the class rates in No. 28300, Class Rate Investigation, 1939, 
and No. 28310, Consolidated Freight Classification, and exten- 
sion of the classification ratings applicable in other territories 
a Pacific Territory (see Traffic World, Sept. 6, p. 
664). 
The action was taken at the request of Smith Troy, at- 
torney general for the state of Washington, who said shippers 
feared such action would participate a general class rate in- 
vestigation. He said he would ask the Transcontinental Freight 
Bureau for a blanket reduction of 10 per cent in transconti- 
nental class rates. In part, he said: m 


Since the petition was filed, many of the shippers in this area have 
expressed the fear that it might precipitate a general class rate investi- 
gation in this. area which would be inopportune at this time in view 
of the uncertainties resulting from the rearrangements of the classi- 
fications now in progress. Since the fears entertained by so many 
shippers may have an adverse effect on business confidence in this 
area, and in view of our desire to have every benefit possible for the 
industries of our state as well as consumers, we have decided to request 
the Commission to dismiss the proceeding at this time and in lieu 
thereof this office will seek some of the same relief by means of an 
application to the carriers themselves through the Transcontinental 
Freight Bureau for a blanket reduction of ten per cent in transconti- 
nental class rates, 


Mayflower Terminals, Inc., Granted 
Interstate Motor Rights Within Ohio 


Mayflower Terminals, Inc., Akron, O., has been found en- 
titled to conduct certain motor-carrier operations in interstate 
or foreign commerce within Ohio under the exemption provided 
by the second proviso of section 206(a) of the interstate com- 
merce act. The action was taken by the Commission, division 5, 
by a report and order in MC C-483, Mayflower Terminals, Inc., 
Motor Carrier Operations Within Ohio, an investigation pro- 
ceeding, embracing also MC 54611, Sub. 1, Same, Common 
Carrier Application. 

Section 206(a), said the report, prohibited any motor 
Vehicle common carrier not within the terms of the proviso 
from operating, in interstate or foreign commerce, unless and 
Until it held a certificate from the Commission authorizing 





such operation. It said the proviso established an exception 
to the general requirement. 


On further hearing in MC C-483, said the report, the divi- 
sion found that the respondent was not now operating in any 
state other than Ohio; that it was not now under common con- 
trol or management with any carrier operating in any state 
other than Ohio; that its Ohio certificate was a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity within the meaning of the 
aforementioned proviso; that it was entitled under that proviso 
to engage within Ohio, in interstate or foreign operations cor- 
responding to those in its Ohio certificate; that its present oper- 
ations in interstate or foreign commerce, had not been shown 
to be unlawful; and that its operations in interstate or foreign 
commerce in Ohio, as now performed, were within the pro- 
viso’s exemption and not unlawful. 


The division set aside its order entered in MC C-483 on 
December 5, 1945, which required Mayflower to cease and 
desist, on or before December 31, 1947, from performing any 
motor carrier operations, in interstate or foreign commerce, 
under authority of its Ohio certificate. It also discontinued that 
proceeding. 

In MC 54611, Sub. 1, the division dismissed the application, 
having found that the operations proposed were now being law- 
fully conducted under the aforementioned second proviso. It said 
the application sought authority to perform the identical opera- 
tions that were the subject of the investigation proceedings. 
The application was filed, said the division, as a precautionary 
measure in the event the operations under the proviso were 
found to be unlawful. ‘ 


Both proceedings, said the report, though heard on separate 
records, presented related issues and were the subject of a 
single report and recommended order. It said the Law and 
Enforcement Section of the Bureau of Motor Carriers filed a 
brief in both proceedings which Mayflower moved to strike’ 
because the section did not intervene at a further hearing in 
MC C-483, and had at no time been a party to the proceeding 
in MC 54611, Sub. 1. It said the motion to strike would be 
granted with respect to MC 54611, Sub. 1, but would be denied 
with respect to MC C-483, in which the section had participated 
in developing the ‘law and the facts on behalf of the Commission 
from the beginning. 


Mayflower operated wholly within Ohio under its Ohio 
certificate, said the report, adding that interveners contended 
that its operations under that certificate were unlawful. They 
urged, said the report, that Mayflower’s operations were being 
conducted over regular routes and between fixed termini where- 
as, it was claimed that the state certificate authorized opera- 
tions only over irregular routes. The report said that based 
on the facts developed, “we do not feel justified in finding that 
the interstate operations being performed are not of the same 
character as those contemplated by respondent’s intrastate 
certificate.” 

The report said at the time of initial hearing W. R. Garrison 
owned 70 per cent of Mayflower’s capital stock, his two sons 
owned 15 per cent, and Mr. Garrison also owned 60 per cent 
and his two sons 20 per cent each of the capital stock of Rex 
Forwarding, Inc., a motor common carrier operating in more 
than one state. It said that on July 15, 1946, Mr. Garrison 
transferred all of the Rex capital st which he had previously 
owned to his two sons, who, in turn, transferred all of the 
Mayflower capital stock owned by them to Mr. Garrison. Mr. 
Garrison, it said, was not now an officer or director of Rex, nor 
Lr Pr ged of the two sons officers or directors of Mayflower. 
It added: 


Both W. R. Garrison and his sons are experienced motor-carrier 
operators. The former does not now exercise any direction or control 
over the operations of Rex, nor do his two sons exercise any direction 
or control over those of Mayflower, either directly or indirectly. Based 
on these facts, a finding is not warranted that Rex and Mayflower are 
now under common control. 


B. & P. REORGANIZATION EXPENSES 


The Commission, division 4, by a report and order in Fi- 
nance No. 12131, Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation 
Reorganization, has fixed a maximum of $109,447.98 as allow- 
ances from the debtor’s estate of compensation for services 
rendered and reimbursement of expenses incurred by parties in 


interest and their counsel. It said $115,847.98 was claimed for 
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the period covered, which was generally, with some variations, 
from January 1, 1941 through June 30, 1947. 


l. C. C. Authorizes Final Steps in 
Rock Island Reorganization 


The Commission, division 4, by a supplemental report and 
order in Finance No. 10028, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway Co. Reorganization, has authorized, on application of 
the reorganization managers, acquisition of properties by the 
reorganized Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Co., and 
by the Peoria Terminal Co., and granted authority for the 
issuance of securities representing the $356,117,327 capitaliza- 
tion authorized in the plan of reorganization, which provided 
that January 1, 1944, would be the effective date. Also granted 
was authority for the Peoria Terminal Co. to extend maturities, 
and assume obligations. 

Among the conditions imposed was one that “during the 
period of 4 years from the date of this order (December 23) 
such transactions will not result in employes of the carrier or 
carriers by railroad affected by such order being in a worse 
position with respect to their employment,” such protection not 
to continue for a longer period than that during which em- 
ployes were employed. 

In its report, the Commission denied motions of the state 
of Texas and of a group of holders of convertible gold bonds 
for further hearing. Texas opposed dissolution of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Gulf and its merger with the parent company 
on the ground that no railroad might operate in intrastate 
commerce in Texas unless incorporated under the laws of that 
state, The bondholders objected to proposed payments of 
creditors and issuance of stock as not in accordance with the 
plan. As to Texas, the report said its objections to the con- 
firmed plan might not be entertained by the Commission in 
the ‘present proceeding. As to the bondholder objections, ‘the 
Commission said a review of the reorganization managers’ 
proposals disclosed no substantial variation from the plan, con- 
summation of which, it said, was under the direction of the 
court, and observed section 77 directs it to consummate the 
confirmed plan “without further proceedings.” 


P. C..W. A. Operations Found to Be 
Those of a Freight Forwarder 


Reversing a prior decision, the Commission, division 4, by a 
report-in Ex Parte 160, Pacific Coast Wholesalers’ Association 
Investigation of Status, has concluded that the association’s 
ennees fall within the definition of a freight forwarder and 

has found:: 


1. That the association’s service in connection with shipments 
from nonmember-consignors to member-consignees and their customers 
of goods sold on a f.o.b.-destination or delivered-price basis is not a 
service for.the association’s members and is not performed on a non- 
profit basis within the meaning of section 402(c)(1) of the (interstate 
commerce) act. 

2. That the operations of the association as described in finding 1 
are those of a freight forwarder in interstate commerce within the 
meaning of section 402(a)(5) of the act, and that continuance thereof 
without a permit is in violation of section 410(a) of the act and there- 
fore unlawful. 

3. That respondents Elmer J. Jensen, Jules H. Ernst, Percy T. 
Lyon, Ira C. Bambert, L. A. Lindroth, G. A. Olson and Sol Smith, to 
the extent that they are parties to such unlawful operations, are like- 
wise in violation of section 410\(a) of the act. 


The report said the respondents would be expected to dis- 
continue on or before March 4, 1948, the operations found un- 
lawful, and to notify the Commission on or before March 19, 
1948, in writing under oath, that such operations had been 
discontinued. 

Noting that the proceeding had been instituted by the Com- 
mission as an investigation to determine whether P. C. W. A.’s 
operations were in violation of part IV of the act or any rule, 
regulation or requirement issued thereunder, the report said 
the issue presented was whether the activities of the association 
were those of a bona fide nonprofit association of shippers con- 
ducted in such manner as to entitle P. C. W. A. to continue 
operating under the exemption provided in section 402(c) of the 
act and without a permit. 

It quoted the prior report, 264 I. C. C. 134, decided Novem- 
ber 26, 1945, as finding that P. C. W. A. was an association of 
shippers engaged in consolidating and distributing freight for 
its members, on a nonprofit basis, for the purpose of obtaining 
the benefits of carload, truckload, or other volume rates; that 
G. A. Olson and Sol Smith were employed by P. C. W. A. and 
that their activities in such business were for and on behalf of 
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the association; and that no violation of part IV had been 


shown. 

On petition of the Freight Forwarders Institute the pro- 
ceeding was reopened for further hearing, said the report, add- 
ing that the further hearing dealt with shipments on which the 
charges were either prepaid or allowances made therefor, by 
the nonmember consignors. At the original hearing, it said, 
the traffic considered was that on which the charges were paid 
by the member consignees. 


Two Questions Presented 


Section 402(c) of the act, “under the protection of which 
applicant purports to be operating,” said the report, provided 
that part IV’s provisions should not be construed to apply “(1) 
to the operations of a shipper, or a group or association of ship- 
pers, in consolidating or distributing freight for themselves or 
for the members thereof, on a nonprofit basis, for the purpose 
of securing the benefits of carload, truckload, or other volume 
rates. ...” The report emphasized the phrases “for the mem- 
bers thereof, on a nonprofit basis” and said they indicated two 
principal questions presented by the proceeding: 


1. On goods sold f.o.b. destination, who is the association serving, 
the nonmember-consignor or the member-consignee? 

2. Does the freight ‘‘saving’’ “credited to the member-consignee on 
such shipments constitute a profit within the meaning of section 
402(c) (1)? 


With respect to the. first question, the report cited. two pro- 
ceedings which, it said, indicated that the service was performed 
for the consignor in instances in which he prepaid the freight 
(Missouri Portland Cement Co. vs. Director General, 88 I. C. C. 
492, and Alabama Grocery Co. vs. Atchison, T. & S. F. Ry. Co., 
204 I. C. C. 195). It quoted Supreme Court cases on the ques- 
tion of goods sold f.o.b. destination but shipped collect and said 
the several cited decisions and the reasoning that underlay 
them indicated that where goods were sold f.o.b. destination the 
seller-consignor was the principal for whom the transporta- 
tion was performed. 

“It follows, therefore,” continued the report, ‘‘that the asso- 
ciation is serving the consignor in such case rather than the 
consignee-member, and this is so whether the shipments move 
prepaid or collect.” 

With respect to the second question, the report said that 
broadly stated, “profit” was the excess of what was obtained 
over the cost of obtaining it and that the association’s opera- 
tions, in the sense that they resulted in savings to its members, 
were for profit. 


P. C. W. A. Held Operating for Profit 


Simple logic would dictate the conclusion that in handling 
shipments -on which freight is borne by nonmember-consignors, 
the association is operating for hire and therefore for profit,” 
said the report, adding that this conclusion was borne out by 
the legislative history of section 402, which, it said, clearly 
showed that the handling of nonmembers’ shipments at a “sav- 
ing” to the association members was contemplated by paragraph 
(c) thereof. That paragraph, it said, was not a true exemption 
but rather “a mere. clarifying provision.” After further dis- 
cussion, the report concluded that “the service performed by 
the association for nonmembers is not a nonprofit service but 
one performed for hire, and, being for hire, it is not within the 
protection of section 402(c)(1) of the act.” 


Noting that the association performed service in connection 
with shipments to customers of its members as well as to the 
members themselves, the report said shipments were made from 
nonmember consignors to such customers on a prepaid basis and 
on a freight-allowed basis and that as in the case of shipments 
to the members themselves the transportation charges were 
= ne by the members but by the nonmember consignors. It 
added: 


The transportation savings on such shipments were claimed by and 
paid to the members whose customers received the respective ship- 
ments. In these instances, as well as in the case of shipments to the 
members, the association’s service is performed for nonmembers; is 
thus a service for-hire; and, being for-hire, is not within the protection 
of section 402(c)(1) of the act. 


P. C. W. A., said the report, served 38 wholesalers, mainly 
of hardware and automotive supplies, located at the principal 
cities in Pacific Coast and Intermountain Territory. It was 
clear, it said, that the physical aspects of its operations con- 
formed with those of a freight forwarder. The report said it 
was insisted in the respondents’ behalf that the association did 
not serve the general public, and added: 


The association serves not only its 38 members but also that part 
of the public from which those members purchase their supplies. While 
the shippers thus referred to are not all the public, it is to be remem- 
bered that no man serves all the public. Terminal Taxicab vs. Dist. 
of Col., 241 U. S. 252. In our opinion the facts stated warrant the 
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conclusion that the association’s service is held.out to and performed 
for the general public. 

The association does not specifically assume responsibility for trans- 
portation of the property moving in its service. This fact does not, 
however, preclude a finding that such responsibility is assumed.... 
Since the association’s service has been held out to and performed for 
the general public, it must be held to have assumed the burdens 
incident thereto, among which is responsibility to the shipper for the 
safe transportation of its property. We conclude that the association 
does assume responsibility for the transportation of shipments moving 
in its service.... 


Permit Denied Trucker in Territory 
Where Operating as Private Carrier 


Ruling that to grant the authority sought by the applécant 
would allow it to perform for-hire operations as a contract 
carrier in a territory in which it now conducts extensive opera- 
tions as a private carrier, the Commission, division 5, by a re- 
port and order in MC 106178, Sloane-Blabon Corporation Con- 
tract Carrier Application, has denied that corporation, of Tren- 
ton, N. J., a permit authorizing transportation of various prod- 
ucts including machinery and appliances between Yonkers, 
N. Y., on the one hand, and, on the other, Philadelphia, Pa., and 
specified intermediate and off-route points, over regular routes. 

The report said that assuming, as claimed by the applicant, 
the adequacy of the existing service to meet the needs of the 
considered shipper were questionable, it still did not follow that 
the application should be granted. 

“Indeed,” said the report, “there exists a reason why it 
would be contrary to the public interest and to the national 
transportation policy to grant this application, in whole or in 
part.” -‘ 

In some instances, it continued, the applicant proposed to 
transport traffic both as a for-hire and as a private carrier in 
the same vehicle. It said an important purpose of the applica- 
tion was to enable the applicant to obtain traffic for its equip- 
ment that otherwise would move empty from the New York 
area. It added: 


Thus applicant would be in a position to aid or support one busi- 
ness with the other and to use the profits of one to competitive advan- 
tage in the other. In this connection it is pertinent to note that the 
rate applicant proposes to charge the shipper is considerably below the 
published rates of motor common carriers operating between the same 
points. Although applicant is willing to maintain separate accounting 
systems, if required by us, this does not in this case appear adequate 
to remove the objectionable features for the possibilities of undesirable 
practices and detrimental effects would be very great. In all the cir- 
cumstances, we are convinced that the proposed service is not in 
harmony with the public interest or with the purposes underlying the 
national transportation policy. Compare Shoemaker Common Carrier 
Application, 44 M. C. C. 765, and the cases cited therein. 


The commodity authority requested was for products, fa- 
cilities, tools, machinery, appliances, materials, and supplies, 
and empty containers therefor, incidental to the manufacture, 
sale, and distribution of carpets, rugs, linoleum, rug pads, lin- 
ings, and all kinds of floor or wall coverings except paper, be- 
tween the aforementioned points. 

The applicant, said the report, manufactured and sold hard 
floor coverings, such as felt base carpeting, rugs, linoleum, and 
asphalt tile, with principal plants in Philadelphia and Trenton. 
It said the application was filed to obtain authority to serve 
only the Alexander Smith & Sons Carpet Co., Yonkers, of which 
the applicant was a subsidiary. It added: 


However, as applicant is not in the business of producing or selling 
the commodities to be transported by it for the shipper, its proposed 
services are those of a contract carrier for-hire. See Schenley Distil- 
leries Motor Division, Inc., Contr. Car, Ap., 44 M. C. C. 171 (sustained 
in Schenley Corp. vs. United States, 326 U. S. 432). 


The report said that in the division’s opinion, the applicant 
had failed to show that existing carriers were unable or un- 


willing to perform the required transportation in a reasonably 
satisfactory manner.

Balsa Wood 


No. 29672, E. J. Stanton & Son et al. vs. Southern Pacific 
Co., et al. The Commission, division 2. Found applicable, rates 
charged on carload shipments of balsa wood from Los Angeles, 
Los Angeles Harbor, and Glendale, Calif., to Newberg, Ore., in 
the period January 22, 1944, through February 24, 1945. Com- 
plaint dismissed. The report said the complainants presented 
but little evidence bearing on the reasonableness of the assailed 
rates and in their exceptions expressed agreement with a pro- 
posd finding that these rates had not been shown unreasonable. 
It said the allegation would, therefore, be considered as with- 
drawn. There was no showing, it said, that section 4 of the 
interstate commerce act was violated. 


Hoisting Machinery Parts 


No. 29717, W. A. Riddell Corporation vs. Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul & Pacific Railroad Co., et al. Found inap- 
plicable, rate of 71 cents a 100 pounds charged for transporting 
39 carloads of hoisting machinery parts from Minneapolis, 
St. Paul, and Minnesota Transfer, Minn., to Bucyrus, O., be- 
tween August 1, 1943, and June 1, 1945. Applicable rate found to 
be 65 cents. Reparation awarded. 


Potash 


No. 29379, Stauffer Chemical Co., vs. A. T. & S. F. et al. By 
division 3. Dismissed. Rate of 69 cents a 100 pounds charged 
on numerous carloads of muriate of potash, from Carlsbad and 
Loving, N. M., to Chauncey, N. Y., prior to September 1, 1945, 
found not shown to have been unreasonable. The report said 
reparation was sought on the basis of 57 cents, plus the Decem- 
ber 5, 1946, increase. Observing present rates to New York and 
Chauncey were on a parity, the report said, assuming that re- 
lation was proper in the past, it did not constitute proof that the 
69-cent rate exceeded the maximum of reasonableness. It also 
observed in the general adjustment of southwestern rates, not 
including rates of first class for potash and that this basis from 
Carlsbad to Chauncey prior to September 1, 1945, resulted in a 
rate of 79.5 cents. 


WAYBILLS SAMPLE ANALYSIS ISSUED 


The Commission has issued statement No. 4736, showing a 
one per cent sample of freight traffic movement in the first 
quarter of 1947 represented by carload terminations reported by 
Class I railroads together with the “associated revenues”, com- 
piled by its Bureau of Transport Economics and Statistics. 

The statement contains a table of totals for all commodities, 
and for five commodity groups. 

The data was taken, according to a note appended to the 
statement, from a carload waybill analysis being made by the 
bureau under an order of the Commission of September 6, 1946, 
requiring all Class I railroads to file copies of all audited way- 
bills representing carload terminations numbered “1” or with 
digits ending in “01” for the first quarter of 1947. 

The commodity groups tabulated are: Products of agri- 
culture; animals and products; products of mines; products of 
forests; and manufactures and miscellaneous. 


LEASING OF EQUIPMENT UNDER DISCUSSION 


The Commission’s Bureau of Motor Carriers has been giv- 
ing some thought in recent months, to problems involved in 
the rental of motor carrier equipment to shippers by common 
and contract carriers, and to possible violations of the interstate 
commerce act in that connection. 

The matter has been discussed with representatives of the 
motor carrier industries, and the bureau asked that it be given 
consideration at the convention of the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations at Los Angeles in October. 


LIQUID TRANSPORT REGULATIONS 

The Commission, division 3, has extended until December 
31, 1948, an order governing the transportation of inflammable 
liquids, the main provisions of which permit continued use of 
cargo tanks constructed prior to June 15, 1943, provided they 
are kept in safe operating condition and inspected sufficiently 
often, and waive the requirement that there be brakes on all 
wheels of vehicles used to transport dangerous liquids. 

The order was issued in Ex Parte MC-13, Motor Carrier 
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* Safety Regulations, Revised; No. 3666, Regulations for Trans- 
portation of Explosives and Other Dangerous Articles; and Ex 
Parte MC-3, In the Matter of the Need for Establishing Reason- 
able Requirements To Promote Safety of Operation of Motor 
Vehicles Used in Transporting Property by Private Carriers. 

_ The order was originally issued in 1943 because of a scar- 
city of labor, materials and equipment due to war conditions. 
The instant order said the American Petroleum Institute and 
the American Trucking Associations, had shown that, because 
of the unprecedented demand for petroleum products and the 
continued short supply of equipment, parts, and materials, it 
was necessary that the order, issued April 30, 1943, and amended 
December 31, 1943, be further extended. 


EXPLOSIVES REGULATIONS AMENDMENTS 


Secretary Bartel, of the Commission, by a notice in No. 
3666, In the Matter of Regulations for Transportation of Ex- 
plosives and Other Dangerous Articles, has announced the Com- 
mission’s receipt of applications for early amendment of the 
regulations insofar as they apply to shippers in the preparation 
of articles for transportation and to all carriers by rail and 
highway. : 

“Application for these amendments ordinarily would be 
considered at our next hearing in this docket,” said the notice. 
“It appears, however, that the proposed amendments have been 
the subject of exchanges and study by interested parties, in 
which substantial agreement has been reached, and it is pro- 
— that the applications be disposed of by modified pro- 
cedure.” 

Parties desiring to be heard on any of the proposed amend- 
ments should advise the Commission in writing within 20 days 
from December 24, said the notice, adding that otherwise, the 
Commission might proceed to investigate and determine the 
matters involved in the applications, or might suspend action 
pending formal hearing. 

The proposed amendments involve part 2, list of explosives 
and other dangerous articles.

Middlewest Motor Carriers Allowed 
10 Per Cent Increase with Exceptions 


The Commission, in I. and S. M-2810, General Increases 
Between Kansas and Middlewest, has suspended from De- 
cember 26, to and including July 25, 1948, certain motor-carrier 
schedules published in supplement No. 47 to MF-I. C. C. No. 9, 
and supplements to other tariffs of Middlewest Motor Freight 
Bureau, Kansas City, Mo. At the Commission it was said the 
effect was to permit to become effective, otherwise than the 
exceptions noted, a general 10 per cent rate increase in the 
central west including points in Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri, Iowa, and Illinois and certain border points. 

The Commission, in a notice, said the proposed schedules 
had been suspended to the extent that they provided higher 
charges from and to points in Kansas than were applicable 
from and to the nearest point in Oklahoma, based on high- 
way distances. 

“In other words,” it continued, “the proposed schedules are 
suspended only to the extent necessary to hold the charges 
from or to border points in Oklahoma as maxima from or to 
cross-country points in Kansas.” 

The involved supplements were protested by the Corpora- 
tion Commission of Kansas and the chambers of commerce of 
Arkansas City, Coffeyville, Wichita and Hutchinson, Kan. 

The Middlewest bureau told the Commission the increase 
was vitally needed by the motor carrier industry in its territory 
and in support of its proposal cited increased costs of labor, 
equipment, fuel, paper and office supplies, automobile parts, 
pick-up and delivery service, taxes and insurance. 


EXPRESS RATES INCREASE PROTESTS 


Barranger Studios, Inc., Pasadena, Calif., wired the Com- 
mission to protest the express rate increases and David S. 
Eicher, Rocky Mount, N. C., wrote that it was “about time you 
considered the hardships it would bring on small business” if 
the 10 per cent increase were allowed. -Mr. Eicher’s letter, writ- 
ten on hotel stationery, did not further identify him. 

The traffic group of the National Retail Dry Goods Asso- 
ciation will meet in New York on January 12 to determine 
whether or not a request will be filed with the Commission to 
suspend a Railway Express tariff carrying increases in rates. 

The Railway Express tariff, I. C. C. 6100, makes effective 
January 22 an increase, authorized by the Commission, of 10 
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per cent in the first and second class rates and charges author- 
ized last September by the Commission for a period of one year, 
The tariff also increases second class rates and charges to 75 
per cent of the increased first class rates and charges (see Traf- 
fic World, Dec. 20, p. 1801). 

The first protests against the increased express rates re- 
ceived by the Commission came from Slotkin, a Buffalo, N. Y., 
clothing establishment, and from Dennie Denman, of Mercedes, 
Tex., a grower of citrus fruits. 

Slotkin said rates on two- and three-pound packages had 
increased in the past year almost 300 per cent, and that the 
Commission, instead of permitting increases should hold rates 
at present levels or, possibly, decrease them. 

Mr. Denman said the increased rates would “ruin” the gift 
package industry, not only in Texas, but in Florida and Cali- 
fornia. He expressed the thought that there’should be some one 
in Washington ‘in the government, who will look after the 
interests of the little fellow as well as the big companies,” 
adding that every time these “monopolies holler ‘wolf’ ’’ some 
one in the government wanted them helped ‘regardless of what 
it does to others.” 


Eleven Southern Railroads Ask 
Passenger Fare Increases 


Eleven railroads operating in Southern Territory have peti- 
tioned the Commission for authority to increase on five days’ 
notice certain passenger coach fares, which, they say, if estab- 
lished, ‘‘will result in uniformity in interstate coach fares over 
the lines of substantially all of the major southern roads.” 

The petitioners said the proposed increases for application 
over their respective lines correspond in all respects with coach 
fare increases authorized in No. 29796, Increased Coach Fares— 
Southern Railroads and in effect over the lines of a number of 
other. roads operating in the south (see Traffic World, Oct. 11, 

. 1007). 
° Petitioning railroads were the Albany & Northern, the Cen- 
tral of Georgia trustee, the Florida East Coast trustees, the 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio (St. Louis, Mo., and south thereof), the 
Illinois Centr] (south of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi 


Rivers), the Louisville & Nashville, the Macon, Dublin & Savan- 


nah, the Mississippi Central, the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis, the Seaboard Air Line, and the Tennessee Central. 
They asked authority to: 


1. Increase the basic fares for transportation in coaches by 13.63 
per cent. The basic fares so increased will approximate 2.5 cents per 
mile. ; 

2. Increase the minimum one-way fare to 15 cents. 

3. Dispose of fractions in respect of one-way fares as follows: When 
total increased fares result in fractions of a cent, fractions of less than 
0.5 shall be dropped and fractions of 0.5 cent or greater be increased 
to the next whole cent. 

4. File and publish the increased one-way fares herein sought on 
short notice, to-wit, five days, of simple forms of tariff publication. 

5. File and publish increased round-trip fares for transportation 
in coaches on short notice, to-wit, five days, of simple forms of tariff 
publication. It is petitioners’ intention, in the event they are authorized 
to increase their basic one-way fares as herein sOught, to increase 
their round-trip fares to the following basis: 180 per cent of the oOne- 
way fare (approximately 2.25 cents per mile in each direction) adding 
when necessary to make resulting fare end in ‘‘0’’ or ‘‘5."’. 

6. Increase their basic passenger fares for transportation in coaches 
between points on the lines of petitioners to the extent... indicated 
and, also, to correspondingly increase their interline fares between 
stations on lines of petitioners, on the one hand, and stations on the 
lines of connecting roads, on the other hand, to the extent necessary to 
reflect the increases herein sought on the lines of petitioners. 


Observing that the Commission, in 1936, prescribed a maxi- 
mum reasonable fare of two cents a passenger mile, one way 
and round trip, in coaches, and a minimum charge of 10 cents, 
the petitioners said that as a result of subsequent Commission 
orders the present interstate basic fares in coaches maintained 
by them were 10 per cent greater than those prescribed in 1936. 

The petitioners said they had been confronted with in- 
creases in operating costs resulting from increases in wages, 
prices of fuel, materials and supplies, and payroll taxes, and 
declines in operating revenues, particularly those from pas- 
‘senger operations. . 

They asked for an investigation, speedy determination that 
the proposed increases would be just and reasonable, relief un- 
der sections 4 and 6 of the interstate commerce act, such modi- 
fications of the orders in No. 26550, Passenger Fares and Sur- 
charges, 214 I. C. C. 174, and No. 11703, Intrastate Rates Within 
Tllinois, 59 I. C. C. 350, as might be necessary to permit estab- 
lishment of the approved fares on five days’ notice by simplified 
forms of tariff publication, without suspension, and the “sub- 
sequent maintenance thereof for interstate application and for 
intrastate application by certain of the petitioners (the Illinois 
Central and the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio) in the state of Illinois.”

Alleges rates on one carload of pig iron shipped from Kaiser, 

Calif., to Cincinnati, O., on August 8, 1946, and on two carloads 

of pig iron shipped from Minnequa, Colo., September 10, 1947, in 

violation of sections 1 and 6. Asks cease and desist order, rates, 

and reparation of $721.84. (L. V. Brandt, 1811 S. Prairie Ave. 
Chicago 16, Ill.) 
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Briefs Oppose Less-Carload Rate 
Increase in Official Territory 


Briefs in opposition to the proposals of Official Territory 
railroads in No. 29770, Increased Less-Carload Rates—Official 
Territory, have been filed with the Commission on behalf of 
the Indiana State Chamber of Commerce and the: American 
Cotton Manufacturers Association and five southern cotton and 
textile groups. 

Hearings were held in September and October in this 
proceeding involving the railroads’ request for authority to pub- 
lish increased less-carload rates estimated to add $27,000,000 
to their revenues (see Traffic World, Nov. 1, p. 1261). 

The Indiana chamber asked the Commission to “carefully 
evaluate” all the facts in the record and to “weigh the possible 
and questionable evidence as to costs and consequent need of 
the carriers for this adjustment against the probable effects 
upon industry and our economy which in turn will reflect itself 
on the carriers’ own welfare in due course.” The chamber said 
it believed such procedure would fail to produce proper justifi- 
cation for the carrier proposal. 

The chamber said it believed the carriers’ position could 
be fairly and accurately stated as being that less-carload traffic 
under present rates did not produce revenue sufficient to cover 
their cost of operation in handling this traffic. It said it was not 
in disagreement with the carriers’ position on the principle that 
no particular portion of their traffic should have rates as low as 
to burden other traffic, and added: 


We also concede that, as a principle, generally it would not be 
improper for each class of traffic to bear its fair share of the trans- 
portation burden, if it were possible at all, to determine with a reason- 
able degree of accuracy or dependability just what such traffic’s portion 
would be. These statements, as principles only, are rather incontestable 
but in actual practice neither are possible of any accurate or logical 
application. In this we feel lies the greatest fallacy of the carriers’ 
position in this proceeding. 


On the other hand, continued the Indiana chamber, the 
“serious and drastic effect of the proposal, if permitted to be 
applied to Official Territory shippers only, might easily far out- 
weigh any possible benefit that might come from any attempted 
practical application of the principles anneunced.” 

The chamber said the carriers, in their evidence “attempt- 
ing to justify” their proposal, set up “alleged cost figures” in 
which they would include a six per cent return on the value of 
property that they had allocated to the handling of less-carload 
traffic as distinguished from all other traffic. 

“Any such basis we submit is something more than the 
Commission has heretofore considered as compensatory rates,” 
said the Indiana chamber. 

The brief of the Alabama Cotton Manufacturers Association 
included also the Alabama Cotton Manufacturers Association, 
Cotton Manufacturers Association of Georgia, Georgia-Alabama 
Textile Traffic Association, North Carolina Cotton Manufactur- 
ers Association, Inc., and Cotton Manufacturers Association of 
South Carolina. They said the respondents had not justified the 
“radical departure which they propose from the established 
practice of maintaining.a single scale of class rates on both 
‘carload and less-than-carload shipments, providing for differ- 
ences in charges through the normal method of proper classifi- 
cation ratings on the respective descriptions of traffic.’ 


They said no showing was made of the comparative costs 
of handling the traffic affected by the proposed increased rates 
and traffic not affected thereby, and added: 


The self-serving computations which respondents submitted as 
alleged cost of handling selected portions of the less-than-carload traffic, 
based upon certain allocations of their expenses, do not constitute a 
basis for increased rates either on traffic embraced in such computa- 
tions nor on other descriptions of traffic subject to less-than-carload 
or any quantity rates affected by the proposed increases but not taken 
into account in the computations made. No consideration was given 
to important elements of rate making such as value of service, effect 
on the public interest or the competitive relationship between large 
and small shippers. ‘ 


Allied Paper Mills, Kalamazoo, Mich., on its own behalf 
and that of other Michigan paper companies, requested oral 
argument, saying the case was “too large for successful han- 
ane = brief alone in the limited time allowed for briefs.” It 

So said: 


The carriers have absolutely failed to show that the present rate 
Situation, based upon rates prescribed by this Commission didn’t include 
every cost, every loss, every shortage of revenue as a whole, and, 
until the carriers bring before this Commission a proposal to remove 
the less-than-carload burden from the carload rates and make the less- 
than-carload rates proper for the service—and the big question is, do 

ey now, or- have they for long in the past and will they ever again, 
give service—performed, the Commission should dismiss this docket No. 
2770 in its entirety. 
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In their brief the paper mills, among other things, said they 
had shown that the “alleged loss in the handling of the small 
quantity of less-than-carload freight is far offset by the inclu- 
sion of less-than-carload freight costs in the carload rates.” 
They said they had shown that, if there was any circuity in the 
handling of less-than-carload freight, it was due to the elimi- 
— - hundreds of interchange or junction points, with other 
railroads. 


Norfolk-Baltimore Trailer-by-Water 
Service Asks for Certificate 


H. E. Savage, Jr., applicant in W-911, joined by Savage 
Trailer Ships, Inc., assignee of the certificate authorized in that 
proceeding, has asked the Commission to extend the time for 
beginning operations from on or before December 31 to on or 
before April 1, 1948, and to issue the certificate authorized by 
the Commission’s report and order of July 21. At the time the 
report was issued, the Commission withheld the certificate 
pending certification that suitable vessels had been acquired 
and a corporation formed.to conduct the proposed operation, 
ready to begin operations December 31. 

The applicants said the new corporation, Savage Trailer 
Ships, Inc., had been formed and arrangements made for the 
lease or charter of former L. S. T.’s, converted for the opera- 
tion proposed, which is the transportation of motortruck trailers, 
loaded or empty, and commodities generally, when loaded in 
motortruck trailers of motor common carriers, between Nor- 
folk, Va., and Baltimore, Md. 

Referring to labor difficulties that, the applicant said, had 
interrupted a similar service between New York City and 
Albany, the applicants said they had reason to believe they 
would receive the co-operation of the unions in the conduct 
of the Norfolk-Baltimore operation. These assurances from 
union representatives, they said, were of a recent date, and 
“the pendency of the issues frustrated these applicants in their 
plan to begin operations on. or before December 31... .” 


LYNCHBURG RATE PROTEST WITHDRAWN 


The Lynchburg (Va.) Traffic Bureau has withdrawn a pro- 
test filed with the Commission in which it requested suspension 
of supplements of the Eastern-Central Motor Carriers Associa- 
tion, published to have become. effective December 29. It had 
said the supplements would increase all transportation charges 
20 cents a 100 pounds on shipments weighing less than 5,000 
pounds. The supplements were identified as Nos. 149 et al. to 
MF-I. C. C. Nos. 38 et al. (See Traffic World, Dec. 27, p. 1902). 


WATER TRANSPORT OF TRUCKS AND TRAILERS 


Julius and Albert D. Kanrich, doing business as Seatrailers 
Co., of New York, N. Y., have filed a petition with the Com- 
mission for amendment of their application now pending in 
W-975, for authority to inaugurate service as a common carrier 
by water in the transportation of trucks and trailers, loaded 
or empty, between New York, N. Y., and New London, Conn., 
so as to include in addition to those ports of call, the ports. of 
Hartford and Middletown, Conn. (see Traffic World, Nov. 22, 
1947, p. 1502). 


DISMISSAL OF DEMURRAGE COMPLAINT ASKED 


American-Hawaiian Steamship Co., American President 
Lines, Ltd., and Luckenbach Steamship Co., Inc., have filed with 
the Commission a motion in No. 29877, Commerce and Industry 
Association of New York, Inc., et al. vs. American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Co., et al., asking that they be relieved as parties 
defendant in that proceeding and that the complaint as to each 
of them be dismissed. 

The complaint alleged that demurrage or storage charges, 
for the period August 31, 1946, until October 29, 1946, or later, 
assessed because of strikes of truck drivers, seamen, masters, 
mates and pilots, and marine engineers that made it impossible 
to take delivery at piers of the defendant steamship lines in 
New York Harbor, were in violation of section 305 of the inter- 
state commerce act. Reparation was asked. 

The three steamship companies, in their motion, said that 
in the transportation service performed they merely acted as 
agents of the U. S. Maritime Commission in the conduct by that 
agency of its business as a carrier by water in the intercoastal 
trade. Neither of the three lines, they said, was personally 
responsible, and neither, they said, might be sued before the 
Commission for any act done in the proper performance of 
agency obligations. 

Besides the three lines, Pan Atlantic Steamship Corpora- 
tion was named a defendant. Earlier, it filed an answer to the 


_ complaint in which it asked dismissal as far as it was concerned, 
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saying that the Maritime Commission was the carrier involved 
and that the complaint should be directed to that body. 


Commissioner Lee Elected 
I. C. C. Chairman for 1948 


Secretary Bartel, of the Commission, has issued notice of 
the election of Commissioner Lee as chairman for the calendar 
year 1948. Commissioner Lee last served as chairman of the 
Commission in 1934. 

The notice follows: 


The stated term of Clyde B. Aitchison as chairman of the Commis- 
sion expires with the present calendar year, and he then resumes his 
duties as commissioner. 


The Commission has elected Commissioner William E. Lee of Idaho 
as chairman for the calendar year 1948. 

Commissioner Lee was originally appointed a member of the Com- 
mission by President Hoover in January, 1930, to fill the unexpired 
term of Honorable Johnston B. Campbell, resigned. He was later ap- 
pointed by President Hoover to succeed himself for the term ending 
December 31, 1938. He received a reappointment from President Roose- 
velt for the term ending December 31, 1945, and by President Truman 
for the term expiring December 31, 1952. 

Commissioner Lee served as Chairman of the Commission in the 
calendar year 1934. 

Mr. Lee is a lawyer by profession. He was born in North Carolina, 
but for many years has lived in Idaho, At the time of his original ap- 
pointment as an Interstate Commerce commissioner, Mr. Lee was chief 
justice of the Supreme Court of Idaho. 


Under the rule of seniority by which the chairmanship of 
the Commission is rotated, Commissioner Johnson would have 
held the office for 1948. It was said at the Commission that his 
duties as director of the Office of Defense Transportation made 
this impossible. 


COMMISSIONER SPLAWN’S TERM EXPIRING 


Commissioner Splawn’s second term of appointment to the 
Commission expires December 31. He was first nominated by 
President Roosevelt in 1934 and renominated by President 
Roosevelt in 1940. 

Under the interstate commerce act, a commissioner serves 
until his successor is appointed and has qualified. He may, of 
course, succeed himself. 


RETIRING COMMISSION EMPLOYE HONORED 


Chairman Aitchison, and department heads and employes 
of the Commission, assembled in one of the Commission hearing 
rooms, December 26, to honor Arthur ’M. Chreitzberg, an em- 
ploye of the Bureau of Traffic, who retired after completing 
40 years of service with the Commission, January 1; 1948. 

Commissioner Alldredge, unable to be present, by letter 
added his good wishes to those of the chairman, E. W. Chapede- 
laine, assistant director of the Bureau of Traffic, and A. H. 
Walter, assistant director of the Commission’s Bureau of In- 
quiry, with which bureau Mr. Chreitzberg’s work was identi- 
fied. 

John P. Simpson, of the staff of the Bureau of Traffic, was 
chairman for the occasion. Edward J. Long, also of the bureau’s 
staff, presented a gift of money from the employes of that 
bureau, and a wallet from the staff of the Bureau of Inquiry. 

Mrs. Chreitzberg was present to witness the ceremony. 


Cc. A. B. ORDER TAKEN INTO COURT 


United States Lines Co. has filed a petition in the federal 
circuit court of appeals for the second circuit asking review of 
a Civil Aeronautics Board order in No. 2492, in which the board 
disapproved an agreement between United States Lines, a 
steamship operator, and Pan American Airways. The petition 
was filed in civil No. 20856, United States Lines Co. vs. C. A. B. 

Under the agreement, the ship line acted as general agent 
in the solicitation of westbound European traffic for Pan Ameri- 
can. : 

The day after the suit was filed in the appeals court, the 
board issued another order in No. 2492, designated as E-1071, 
denying a petition of the steamship company for a stay of the 
board’s order and for rehearing, reargument or reconsideration 
(see Traffic World, Dec. 27, p. 1928).

On December 17, Alamo Express, Inc., of San Antonio, 
was fined $1,000 following entry of its plea of guilty to an 
information charging failure to have on file doctors’ certificates 
for new drivers in its employ, and with failing to have its 
vehicles equipped with brakes and stop lights. The fine was 
paid forthwith. 

Illinois northern district, eastern division, at Chicago. Mid- 
west Transfer Co. of Illinois, Chicago, on December 16, was 
fined $650 following entry of its plea of guilty to an informa- 
tion charging it with operating as a contract carrier of prop- 
erty for compensation without a Commission permit: authoriz- 
ing the operations described in the information. The entire 
fine was ordered to be paid. 


Final Decree in Rock Island 
Receivership Signed by Court 


Federal Judge Michael L. Igoe of the district court at 
Chicago on December 30 signed the final decree ordering the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway out of receivership and 
the property transferred to a new company to be known as the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, effective at 12:01 a. m., 
January 1, 1948. In ending the 14-year-old bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, Judge Igoe said he acted under protest. “I sign this order 
because I am compelled to do so,” he asserted. “The entire 
proceedings have been forced on me. I have tried to bring this 
matter to the attention of the higher courts without success. I 
know I must comply with orders of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, but I do it with protest.” 

Last February the Circuit Court of Appeals had returned 
the reorganization plan to the district court with instructions 
to enter the final confirmation order, reversing by unanimous 
decision Judge Igoe’s ruling that the plan be remanded to the 
Commission for further modification (see Traffic World, March 
1, p. 660). Judge Igoe had opposed confirmation ‘because stock- 
holders of the old company receive nothing for their holdings,” 
and because of increased wartime earnings of the Rock Island. 
“Changes in economic conditions cannot be used as a wedge to 
have the Commission reexamine its former valuation figures,” 
declared the Circuit Court in its order. 


In Courts Since 1933 


The Rock Island first petitioned for permission to reorgan- 
iz on June 7, 1933, and on November 22 of the same year the 
district court appointed three trustees. During the past 14 
years, the railroad has been operated under the management of 
a chief executive officer and an official staff. John D. Farring- 
ton has been in direct charge of the management of the 8,000- 
mile system since his appointment as chief executive officer 
in 1942. 


During reorganization the road has carried out a mod- 
ernization plan, inaugurated in 1937 when the first four of the 
railroad’s Rocket passenger fleet was placed in service. Im- 
provements to the physical plant of the railroad, costing over 
$100,000,000, have also been completed. Emphasis has been 
placed on the purchase of new freight and passenger equipment, 
diesel and steam power, the reduction of right-of-way grades 
and curves, the installation of centralized traffic control, new 
bridges, and rebuilding of service and repair plants.

The new Erie Railroad station at Akron, Ohio, in addition 
to colorful finishing materials and furnishings, is equipped with 
a four-foot-wide Otis escalator capable of handling 8,000 per- 
sons an hour, according to an announcement by the Otis Eleva- 
tor Co. The travel direction of the escalator is reversible. 


COY NAMED F. C. C. CHAIRMAN 


President Truman has announced that he has given recess 
appointments to the Federal Communications Commission to 
Wayne Coy, former administrative assistant to the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, and George E. Sterling, of Maine. 
The President said that Mr. Coy, former Franklin, Ind., news- 
paperman, would be chairman of the commission, taking office 
immediately and succeeding Charles R. Denny, resigned. Mr. 
Sterling will take office January 1, succeeding Commissioner 
E. K. Jett, who resigned December 26. 


Extension of Export and Transport 
Controls Gets Truman’s O. K. 


In a statement he issued at the White House, President 
Truman said he would sign S. J. Res. 167, embodying provisions 
by which his existing authority to allocate the use of transpor- 
tation equipment and facilities by railroads and to control ex- 
ports would be extended for a year beyond February 29, 1948, 
but he described other provisions of the measure as “feeble 
steps toward the control of inflation.” 

It was assumed that, under provisions of S. J. Res. 167, the 
Office of Defense Transportation would continue to exercise 
the authority delegated to it by the President to control the 
use of rail transport equipment and facilities, which authority 
otherwise would expire February 29, and that the Department 
of Commerce, through its Office of International Trade, would 
likewise continue to exercise the export contro] authority (see 
Traffic World, Dec. 27, p. 1920). 

The President, in his statement, described provisions of 
the bill providing antitrust law immunity, under stated condi- 
tions and for a limited period of time, for industries participat- 
ing in voluntary agreements for the allocation of transportation 
facilities and equipment, for allocation and inventory control 
of scarce commodities, and for regulation of speculative trad- 
ing on commodity exchanges, as “of doubtful value.” Said he: 


Section 2 undertakes to authorize a system of voluntary agreements 
among businessmen for the allocation of transportation facilities and 
equipment, for the allocation and inventory control of scarce com- 
modities, and for the regulation of speculative trading on commodity 
exchanges. These agreements, if approved by the Attorney General, 
would be accompanied by an exemption from liability under the anti- 
trust laws. 

As the report of the Senate committee on this legislation pointed 
out, ‘‘It should be definitely understood that this part of the program 
is purely voluntary. No representative of industry, business and agri- 
culture would be compelled to consult with the President. Neither 
would they be compelled after consultation to enter into any agree- 
ment.’’ 

The inability of the government to protect the interest of the 
people under this section is apparent. If the members of an industry 
refuse to make an agreement, there is nothing the government can do 
to see that a program is developed for that industry. 

If the members of an industry reach an agreement which is inade- 
quate or contrary to the public interest, there is nothing the govern- 
ment can do to improve it. 

If some members of an industry refuse to enter an agreement, or 
refuse to carry it out when it has been made, there is nothing the 
government can do to assist the public-spirited members of the industry 
to make the agreement effective throughout the industry. 

Every effort will be made, of course, to achieve whatever results 
are possible under this system of voluntary agreements. It is far too 
late in the fight against inflation, however, to place our main reliance 
upon voluntary action. 

Efforts to obtain voluntary action by business men have already 
been extensively tried. . . . The voluntary methods authorized by 
section 2, in the absence of reserve powers to back them up, can. . 
be expected to accomplish little. ... 


President Truman December 30 signed the Anti-Inflation 
Bill. The original copy of the bill disappeared at the White 


House and a duplicate had to be prepared for the President’s 
signature. 
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Many Transport Bills Await Action 
in Next Session of 80th Congress 


Anti-trust rate-making bill, railroad reorganization pro- 
cedure measures, proposed amendment of Crosser rail 
employe benefit laws, sea-air bills and resolution au- 
thorizing St. Lawrence project among the more im- 
portant proposals to be considered 


* After having employed a “hands off” policy toward legis- 
lation other than that scheduled for consideration by them 
in the special session that began November 17 and ended De- 
cember 19, the House and Senate, when they convene on Janu- 
ary 6 to begin the regular second session of the 80th Congress, 
will have before them and awaiting their further action a large 
number of bills affecting the various modes of transportation 
and government regulation of transport activities. . 

In the special session, in which aid to Europe and the curb- 
ing of inflation in the United States were primary objectives, the 
only legislative enactment that affected transportation was 
embodied in S. J. Res. 167, the so-called anti-inflation bill which 
President Truman said he would sign, though reluctantly. That 
resolution contained provisions for extending for a year beyond 
February 29, 1948, the President’s authority, exercised by the 
Office of Defense Transportation, to allocate the use of trans- 
portation equipment and facilities by railroads. This part of the 
resolution was viewed, accordingly, as a grant of a year of addi- 
tional life to the O. D. T. 

Many bills not related to European aid or to domestic in- 
flation were introduced in the course of the special session, and 
among them were two companion measures that proposed es- 
tablishment of a Department of Transportation, headed by a 
Secretary who would be a Cabinet member. One of these bills, 
S. 1812, was introduced by Senator Capehart, of Indiana; the 
companion bill in the House, H. R. 4595, was introduced by 
Representative Stefan, of Nebraska. Interest in the Capehart- 
Stefan proposal gained impetus when Chairman White, of the 
Senate interstate and foreign commerce committee, assigned 
S. 1812 to a subcommittee headed by Senator Capehart and 
when the latter subsequently announced that the subcommittee 
would hold hearings on the bill, probably in January. Also as- 
signed to the Capehart subcommittee by Chairman White was 
S. 46, introduced by Senator Hill, of Alabama, proposing estab- 
lishment of a Federal Transportation Authority and embodying 
other recommendations made in the final report of the now 
defunct Board of Transportation and Research—Transportation. 


Regulatory Legislation 


Further activity by the Senate interstate and foreign com- 
merce committee on transportation legislation developed in the 
special session when Chairman White named a subcommittee 
headed by Senator Reed, of Kansas, to, consider eight bills 
affecting the work of the I. C. C. or the services performed by 
regulated carriers. The bills referred to the Reed subcommittee 
are: S. 446, to require the Commission to establish car service 
rules; S. 571 and S. 935, proposing a “statute of limitations” 
with respect to recovery of undercharges or overcharges by 
or against motor common carriers and freight forwarders; 
S. 735, authorizing the fixing of per diem charges by the Com- 
mission for rental of freight cars; S. 1141, expanding the Com- 


mission’s jurisdiction over transportation of explosives; S. 1194,. 


to make motor common carriers liable for reparation for the 
charging of unreasonable rates on shipments in the past (a bill 
endorsed by the National Industrial Traffic League); S. 1635, 
to provide for safety of employes in baggage, mail or express 
train service, and S. 1727, authorizing the Commission to in- 
vestigate freight rates from, to and within Mountain-Pacific 
territory. 

Opposition of inland waterway carriers to S. 1141 was re- 
vealed in a hearing held December 3 by the House special com- 
mittee on problems of small business with respect to “economic 
aspects” of the legislation (see Traffic World, Dec. 6, p. 1663). 


Rate-Making and Antitrust Law 


Among various other transportation bills on which attention 
of transportation men is centered and which await further ac- 
tion by Congress in the session beginning January 6 is the so- 
called Reed-Bulwinkle bill, to provide antitrust law immunity 
for carrier agreements after approval of such agreements by 
the Commission. As S. 110, this legislation was passed by the 
Senate. The House interstate and foreign commerce committee, 
after holding hearings on that bill and a similar measure, H. R. 
221, introduced by Representative Bulwinkle, of North Carolina, 
nie H. R. 221 to the House, and it remains pending before 

a y. 


Pending before the Senate, after having been passed by the 
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House last June, is H. R. 2298, the so-called Mahaffie bili 
to amend the interstate commerce act so as to permit railroads 
in financial difficulty to readjust their debt structures by ex- 
tension of maturities and/or revision of interest rates, under 
conditions stated in the bill. 


Revision of railroad reorganization procedure, so as to 
make possible a retention of some “equity” in the reorganized 
companies by the stockholders of the roads, is proposed in 
S. 249, reported by the Senate interstate and foreign commerce 
committee, and H. R. 3980, reported by the House judiciary 
committee. Consummation within recent months of the reor- 
ganization of some of the roads for whose stockholders the 
bills were designed to provide relief is viewed by opponents of 
these bills as a basis for the argument that there is now 
no urgency for enactment of this legislation. 


Employe-Benefit Legislation 


Controversy over legislation proposing repeal of the Crosser 
act of 1946, by which railroad employe benefits were increased 
and made more widespread, could be expected to be revived 
in the forthcoming session of Congress. The Senate education 
and labor committee last July decided to postpone until this 
year its consideration of such legislation, embodied in S. 670. 
The House interstate and foreign commerce committee re- 
ported a Crosser-act-repeal measure, H. R. 3150, last June, 
but the House had not acted on the bill when the special session 
ended. 


Air-Sea Bills 


Also in line as subjects of further debate in the House 
and Senate were bills proposing removal of legal or other 
barriers to the entry of steamship companies into the field of 
scheduled air transportation service and the establishment of 
a “community company” to represent the United States in 
foreign air transportation. The House interstate and foreign 
commerce committee last summer postponed until this year 
its consideration of the so-called “sea-air’” legislation which had 
been the subject of hearings it had held. The bills that consti- 
tuted the subject matter of those hearings were: H. R. 939, 
H. R. 2851, H. R. 3134, H. R. 3317, H. R. 3079, and H. R. 3835. 
Bills proposing a “community company” for foreign air trans- 
port (the All American Flag Line, Inc.) which the House inter- 
state and foreign commerce committee also considered were: 
H. R. 1699, H. R. 2827, H. R. 2828 and H. R. 2829. Similar 
legislation in the Senate had the backing of several members 
of the Senate interstate and foreign commerce committee, and 
one of its sponsors, Senator Brewster, of Maine, also was the 
author of S. 1677, a bill he described as one designed to 
“streamline” the civil aeronautics act. 


Practitioner Bill 


There were indications that a subcommittee of the House 
judiciary committee would resume hearings, early in 1948, on 
H. R. 2657, the Gwynne bill to restrict the appearance of prac- 
titioners before administrative agencies of the federal govern- 
ment. The bill, generally endorsed by the American Bar As- 
sociation, has encountered opposition from I. C. C. practitioners. 


Other Bills Pending in House 


Among other bills subject to House action in 1948 are the 
following: 


H. R. 2759, amending the interstate commerce act so as to provide 
limitations on the time within which actions may be brought for the 
recovery of undercharges and overcharges by or against common car- 
riers by motor vehicle, common carriers by water, and freight for- 
warders. This bill was reported by the House interstate and foreign 
commerce committee March 31. 

H. R. 4021, authorizing the sale of the Federal Barge Lines. The 
author of the bill, former Representative Howell, of Illinois, is now a 
judge in the U. S. Court of Claims. 

H. R. 3730, providing that an initial or delivering carrier involved 
in claims for loss or damage to shipments caused by some other carrier 
participating in joint hauls may recover expenses of defending law suits 
brought by the owners of the property shipped. 

H. R. 3140, the Lemke bill to establish by law a Bureau of Service 
in the Commission and to grant a tax credit to railroads on amounts 
spent by them for purchase of freight cars. 

H. R. 3159, providing for revision of postal rates. 

H. R. 4619, to codify the U. S. shipping laws. 

H. R. 3841 and other bills to amend the railroad retirement act so 
as to provide full annuities for persons who have completed 30 years 
of service in the employ of railroads. 

H. R. 4069 and other bills proposing repeal of the federal taxes on 
transportation of property and on transportation of persons. 


Bills in Senate 


Among bills pending before the Senate and involving trans- 
portation matters were the following: 


H. R. 4169, proposing certification of temporary stops; on air routes 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board. Passed by the House July 17. 
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H. R, 3759, providing for highway research and investigational 
studies. Passed by the House July 7. 


S. 1433, to establish a National Air Policy Board. Reported to the 
Senate July 10. 


S. 1260, providing for payment of the claims of the midwest motor 
carriers whose properties were operated by the Office of Defense Trans- 


portation in the World War II period, because of a strike of truck 
drivers. 


St. Lawrence Project 


Renewed activity by supporters of the St. Lawrence water- 
way and power project was expected, as the Senate foreign 
relations committee announced last summer that it would hold 
hearings in 1948 on S. J. Res. 111, introduced by Senator 
Vandenberg, the committee chairman, and 15 other senators, 
proposing authorization of the project as a self-liquidating 
enterprise. A companion measure awaiting action by the House 
public works committee was H. J. Res. 192, introduced by the 
committee chairman, Representative Dondero, of Michigan. 


Congress did not carry into effect, before adjournment of 
its special session, a recommendation by President Truman for 
extension of the Maritime Commission’s authority to sell, oper- 
ate and charter government-owned ships beyond February 29, 
1948, to June 30, 1949. Recommendations by the President’s 
Committee. on the Merchant Marine for establishment of a 
Maritime Administration and a Maritime Board as successor 
agencies to the Maritime Commission had not been framed into 
legislative proposals in Congress when the special session ended. 

That the Panama Canal subcommittee of the House com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisheries would devote much 
attention in the new year to a recommendation of the Governor 
of the Panama Canal for construction of a sea-level canal, at a 
cost of $2.48 billion, was promised by the sub-committee chair- 
man, Representative Potts, of New York. 


Oil and Tankers 


In the course of the special session, the House interstate 
and foreign commerce committee and a subcommittee of the 
Senate interstate and foreign commerce committee conducted 
investigations of petroleum and coal shortages in the New 
England area and in other eastern states. Shortages of tankers 
for transportation of oil from the Gulf coast to North Atlantic 
ports were reported in hearings held by those groups and by 
the Senate small business committee, and Chairman Wherry, of 
the latter committee, sharply criticized Maritime Commission 
sales of 100 tankers to foreign purchasers. The Maritime Com- 
mission reported that the foreign sales had been undertaken 
at the suggestion of the President and his Cabinet, at a time 
when there were few domestic applicants for tanker purchases. 
It delayed sales to foreign purchasers pf most of the tankers in 
question until, late in November, an opinion transmitted to 
the White House by Attorney General Clark upheld the for- 
eign tanker sales program as legal and not in violation of the 
ship sales act of 1946. Industry committees appointed by the 
House and Senate interstate commerce units made recom- 
mendations for conservation of oil, for establishment of co- 
operative arrangements by oil companies, and for more efficient 
use of transportation facilities. 


Operating Unions Plead for Higher 
Pay for Night and Holiday Work 


Heads of three so-called “operating” railroad employe 
unions—the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, and the Switch- 
men’s Union of North America—are soliciting, through news- 
paper advertisements, public support for their demands for pre- 
mium pay for work done by their members on night shifts and 
on Sundays and holidays, according to “Labor,” weekly publi- 
cation of 15 self-styled “standard” railroad labor organizations. 


Signers of the advertised appeal for public support, de- 
scribed by “Labor” as “an unusually impressive answer to the 
propaganda of the railroads against the requests of the unions 
for higher wages and improved working conditions,” were 
Alvanley Johnston, grand chief engineer of the B. of L. E., 
D. B. Robertson, president of the B. of L. F. & E., and A. J. 
Glover, chief of the Switchmen’s Union. “Labor” said that the 
“ad” of the three operating unions appeared in “many key 
newspapers over the country.” 

Each advertisement, it said, showed a railroader in denims 
leaving his home on a snow-swept night, while his little girl, 
framed against the family Christmas tree, waved goodbye. It 
stated that the advertisement was captioned, “Some nights it’s 
tougher than others,” and that it continued, in part, as follows: 


And on Christmas Eve it’s hardest of all to say goodbye. 

Of course some railroad men have to see that the trains go through 
on schedule—day and night—plain days and holidays. So Daddy’s going 
to miss the bustle of Christmas Eve’s last-minute preparations and the 
youngster’s big-eyed excitement on Christmas morning. 
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You many think he gets paid extra for this special service to the 
public. After all, in a large part of American industry a higher rate 
is paid for night shifts, Sunday and holiday work. 

But not on the railroads. At least, not yet. That’s why we are ask- 
ing for a few cents more an hour for night work,.and a higher rate for 
Sundays and holidays. 

Of course, that still wouldn’t let Daddy spend Christmas with the 
kids. But it will discourage the railroads from calling him for night, 
Sunday and holiday work which could be avoided, and it might make 
it a little easier for him to say goodbye. . 

The railroads have denied our requests for higher rates for night 
work, Sundays and holidays. They call such requests ‘‘ways to get 


something for nothing,’’ though we are only asking for benefits most 
American workers already enjoy. 


Freight Cars on Order Dec. 1 
125,395; Locomotives, 1,180 


All railroads and private carlines had 125,395 new freight 
cars on order on December 1, the Association of American 
Railroads has announced. The number on order on Novem- 
ber 1, 1947, was 126,213. 

“Of the total number, Class I railroads and railroad-owned 
private-controlled refrigerator companies on December 1, 1947, 
had 110,822 new freight cars on order,” said the announcement. 
“This was the largest number on order at any time since April 
1, 1923, when the total was 116,890. New freight cars on order 
on December 1, 1946, totaled 63,616. On November 1, 1947, 
there were 109,467 on order.” 

Continuing, the announcement said: 


New freight cars on order by Class I railroads and railroad-owned 
private-controlled refrigerator companies on December 1 this year were 
as follows: 46,608 hopper including 3,762 covered hoppers, 13,292 gon- 
dolas, 871 flat, 6,034 refrigerator, 750 stock, 583 miscellaneous freight 
cars and * 42,684 box including 40,707 plain and ventilated and 1,977 
automobile box cars. 

Of the total number of new freight cars which Class I railroads on 
December 1 had on order, 25,931 will be built in railroad shops and 
84,891 in outside shops. 4 

Class I railroads also had 1,180 locomotives on order on December 1, 
this year, the most since October 1923 when the number was 1,242. 
On December 1, 1946, there were 564 on order. The number for which 
orders had been piaced on December 1, 1947, included 33 steam, four 
electric and 1,143 Diesel locomotives compared with 65 steam, six electric 
and 493 Diesel one year ago. 

Class I railroads and railroad-owned private-controlled refrigerator 
car companies put 54,306 new freight cars in service in the first eleven 
months of 1947, compared with 37,219 in the same period in 1946. In 
the month of November, 1947, the railroads installed 7,998 new freight 
cars, the largest number for any month since April 1942, when 10,478 
were built. In October this year, 7,736 were installed. 

Those installed in the eleven months’ period this year were as 
follows: 16,846 hopper including 1,367 covered hoppers, 2,825 gondolas, 
5,942 refrigerator, 990 flat, 500 stock, 351 miscellaneous freight cars and 
26,852 box cars, which included 23,539 plain and ventilated and 3,313 
automobile. 

They also put 751 new locomotives in service in the first eleven 
months of 1947 of which 69 were steam, two electric and 680 Diesel. 
New locomotives installed in the same period last year totaled 480 
of which 82 were steam and 398 Diesel. 

Class I railroads and railroad-owned private-controlled refrigerator 
companies in the first eleven months of 1947 retired 65,588 freight cars 
of which number 5,102 were retired in the month of November. In the 
same eleven months’ period of 1946, there were 55,303 retired. 


FREIGHT CAR REPORT 


U. S. railroads reported an average daily surplus of 4,717 
freight cars and an average daily shortage of 13,742 cars for 
the week ended December 20, according to the car service divi- 
sion of the Association of American Railroads. 

The surplus was made up as follows: Plain box, 0; auto 
box, 47; flat, 49; gondola, 0; hopper, 25; stock, 794; refrigerator, 
3,604; and miscellaneous cars, 198. 

The shortage was made up as follows: Plain box, 4,979; 
auto box, 97; flat, 157; gondola, 2,049; hopper, 6,186; stock, 0; 
refrigerator, 193; and miscellaneous cars, 81. 


Freight Loading Forecast for 
First Quarter of *48 


Freight carloadings in the first quarter of 1948 are ex- 
pected to be 3.5 per cent above those in the same period in 
1947, according to estimates compiled by the 13 regional Ship- 
pers Advisory Boards. 

On the basis of those estimates, freight carloadings of the 
32 principal commodity groups will be 7,920,416 cars in the first 
quarter of 1948, compared with 7,652,689 actual carloadings for 
the same commodity groups in the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. All of the 13 Shippers Advisory Boards esti- 
mate an increase in carloadings for the first quarter of 1948 
compared with the same period in 1947, except the Mid-West

TAXES AND TRANSPORTATION 


November collections of federal gasoline taxes were sub- 
stantially higher than those for the same month in 1946, the 
total of property transportation taxes collected in November 
was slightly higher than that recorded for November, 1946, and 
the passenger transporfation tax collections were about $450,000 
less than they were in November of last year, it was shown 
in the Bureau of Internal Revenue comparative statement of 
internal revenue collections for November. 

The taxes affecting transportation which were collected 
in November, 1947, and November, 1946, were set forth in the 
statement as follows: Gasoline taxes, $36,994,502.13 and $34- 
427,383.94; transportation of oil by pipeline, $1,023,185.56 and 
$1,211,691.40; transportation of persons, $16,648,609.77 and 
$17,096,425.67; transportation of property, $20,987,480.08 and 
$20,950,924.03: employment taxes paid by the carriers, $31,397,- 
795.02 and $25,472,967.15. Taxes collected in November on 
automobile trucks totaled $7,449,543.62 as against $3,550,242.50 
in the same month last year. On tires and tubes, the federal 
taxes collected in November totaled $10,063,915.07 and, in 
November, 1946, $13,417,588.23. On lubricating oils, the No- 
vember tax collections totaled $5,068,259.42, and in November, 
1946, the total was $7,008,969.17.

Several Airlines Aver Experience 
Needed for Air Cargo Rate Basis 


Several air carriers, parties to the Civil Aeronautics Board 
proceeding docketed as “Air Freight Rate Investigation, 
Docket No. 1705 et al.,” have expressed doubt as to the feasibil- 
ity of fixing air freight rates on the basis of the limited amount 
of air freight transportation experience on which such rates 
would have to be based at the present time, according to a 
pre-hearing conference report written by Examiner Herbert 
K. Bryan, of the C. A. B., in the air freight rate proceeding. 
The hearing in No. 1701 et al. will be held February 2. 

Appearances at the pre-hearing conference, as shown in the 
report, were entered by counsel for 24 air carriers, including 
a number of non-certificated air cargo lines; by the Postmaster 
General, the economic bureau and public counsel of the C. A. B., 
and by the following other interests: Air Freight Forwarder 
Association; Detroit Board of Commerce, Greater Miami Traffic 
Association, Southern Traffic League, Railway Express Agency, 
Inc., Port of New York Authority, Chicago Association of Com- 
merce and Industry, Baltimore Association of Commerce, Acme 
Air Express, Inc., and Freight Forwarders Institute. 

Counsel for American Airlines indicated, Examiner Bryan 
said, that with the short period of time in which data must be 
submitted to the C. A. B. and the scant amount of air freight 
data available, he did not believe that American Airlines could 
produce anything worthwhile to assist the board in fixing air 
freight rates. The examiner said that counsel for United Air 
Lines had stated that any cost data with reference to air 
freight could not be considered as a pattern of any permanency, 
and that counsel for Air Cargo Transport had stated that he 
did not believe that tariffs should be predicated on costs at the 
present time. 

“He pointed out,” the examiner continued, “that at the 
present time rates of Air Cargo Transport are predicated in 
some instances upon competitive factors and in other instances 
upon a more or less developmental approach. He further stated 
that he did not believe that any cargo carrier has reached a 
stage of development where its utilization of equipment and 
load factor would provide a basis for making a fair determina- 
tion of the air freight costs.” 

After stating that it had been contended, on behalf of Slick 
Airways, Inc., that unfair methods of competition of. certain 
certificated carriers were in issue in Docket No. 1705 et al., the 
examiner said that he had ruled that the matter of unfair 
competition was not in issue in the proceeding, “in view of the 
fact that the portion of Slick’s petition alleging unfair methods 
of competition was denied by the board in order serial No. 
E-853 of October 2, 1947.” 


issues Outlined by Public Counsel 


Issues stated by C. A. B. public counsel, which the parties 
agreed were issues in the case, according to the examiner, in- 
cluded questions as to the extent it was proper to determine 
the reasonableness of freight rates by cost of service, value 
of service, competitive and other considerations, and as to the 
extent to which the rates under investigation were unjust 
or unreasonable,-.or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly prefer- 
ential or unduly prejudicial, because of differences or lack 
of differences in per-ton-mile charges for larger as compared 
to smaller shipments measured in terms of weight or size, or 
in per-ton-mile charges for longer as compared to shorter dis- 
tances. Other issues stated by public counsel for the C. A. B. 
were the extent, if any, to which the rates under investigation 
were unjustly discriminatory or unduly preferential or preju- 
dicial because of difference or lack of difference in rates 
charged as between particular persons, or as between particular 
ports or localities, or as between particular persons, or as 
between particular ports or localities, or as between particular 
descriptions of traffic. 

C. A, B. public counsel also raised the question as to the 
extent that the board, in determining and prescribing lawful 
rates, should consider each of the following factors: 


(1) The effect of such rate upon the movement of traffic; (2) the 
heed in the public interest of adequate and efficient transportation of 
persons and property by air carriers at the lowest cost consistent with 
the furnishing of such service; (3) such standards respecting the char- 
acter and quality of service to be rendered by air carriers as may be 
prescribed by or pursuant to law; (4) the inherent advantages of trans- 
portation by aircraft, and (5) the need of each carrier for revenue suffi- 
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cient to enable such air carrier, under honest, economical and efficient 
management, to provide adequate and efficient air carrier service. 


The C. A. B. public counsel also suggested that evidence 
to be considered in the air freight rate case deal with the 
extent to which the proper development of air freight was re- 
lated to the carriage of freight as a by-product in passenger 
planes or to the carriage of freight in all-cargo planes by 
carriers certificated for passenger and property operations or 
by all-cargo carriers, and the extent to which the board should 
consider the possible financial burden on, or benefit to, the 


passenger, mail, and express services of the certificated car- 
riers. 


Air Line Pilots Plead 
for Landis’ Reappointment 


The Air Line Pilots Association has gone on record as 
backing James M. Landis for reappointment as chairman of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board on January 1. David L. Behncke, 
president of the A. L. P. A., declared that the pilots’ support of 
the C. A. B. chairman was “in the interests of improving the 
safety of the air traveling public and against the use of power 
politics to block the reappointment of a public servant who had 
dared to do his job fairly and fearlessly and refused to be 
mollified by special-interest Washington lobbyists.” 

Mr. Behncke also condemned the “last-minute withdrawal” 
of the Air Transport Association from participation in the final 
report of the President’s special board of inquiry on air safety, 
of which Mr. Landis is also chairman, as “an obvious part of 
a well-planned, stab-in-the-back move to discredit Mr. Landis 
because of his straightforward policies which have put first 
things first and safety ahead of the dollar.” Mr. Behncke said: 


The action of the Air Transport Association is indicative of the 
thing that permeates our entire air safety picture today—much talk, 
politics, and little, if any, action—and is the main reason it is necessary 
to have a man of Mr. Landis’ calibre, integrity, and record, in a 
position of such high responsibility as the Civil Aeronautics Board 
where our nation’s air line industry can be protected or wretked.. . 
the withdrawal from participation in the final report of the President’s 
Board of Inquiry and filing a minority report against the work of this 
committee is inexcusable, but typical—hypocritically preaching air 
safety on the one hand, while maintaining on the other the juvenile 
philosophy of ‘“‘if I can’t be the pitcher, I'll take my bat and ball 
and go home.”’ . . . The issue is strictly one of air safety and one in 
which John Q. Public has such a vital stake along with the air line 
pilots. . . . Will 1948 again bring the tragic situation where the lives 
of the air traveling public will again pay by the hundreds for the 
policy of certain vested interests of putting the dollar sign ahead of 
air safety? Air safety cannot be built and advanced by putting ‘‘yes 
men’”’ in responsible positions of aviation trust in our federal govern- 
ment, 


Landis Retired 


James M. Landis, who has served as chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board since June 19, 1946 filling the term of L. Welch 
Pogue that expires December 31, will not be reappointed for a 
new term, it was said at the White House December 30. No 
successor has been named.

There are now two vacancies on the board, Clarence M. 
Young having resigned October 14. His term was to expire De- 


cember 31, 1952. Membership on the board is for a term of 
six years. 


C. A. A. Grants $13,000,000 for 
Construction of Airports 


The federal aid airport program progressed from the paper 
to the construction stage in 1947 and by December 17 the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration had made 127 grant offers to local 
sponsors totaling $12,966,628, according to T. P. Wright, Ad- 
ministrator of Civil Aeronautics. 

“Most of the grant offers were for construction or improve- 
ment of airports in the smaller classes,” said he. “Of the grant 
offers made to date, 34 were for Class 1 airports with $1,754,853 
in federal funds, 37 Class 2 airports with $1,666,481 in Federal 
funds, 51 Class 3 airports with $7,836,459 in federal funds and 
5S for construction of Class 4 and above terminal type fields 
with $1,708,835 in federal funds. In addition, 7 projects were 
- the Washington office for final review prior to official grant 
offers.” 

Continuing, he said: 


The small number of grant offers for large airports is explained in 
part by the fact that under the law funds were not available for larger 
airports until July 1947, a full year after money became available for 
smaller fields. An example of fast action once the funds were on hand 
is the case of Seattle-Tacoma Airport, Seattle, Washington, for improve- 
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ment of a new Class 5 airport. A tentative allocation was made to the 
sponsors by the C. A. A. on August 5. On September 24, the sponsors 
had completed all specifications and engineering, had the local funds 
in the bank and were made a grant offer of $850,000 by the C. A. A. 
Notice to proceed with construction was issued October 17. 

The prograss record of the federal aid program during the year 
shows that on January 9 the regulations governing the federal airport 
act were approved in final form, On January 11 the Administrator an- 
nounced the 1947 construction program, listing 800 airports for either 
construction or improvement. The National Airport Plan, a three-year 
forecast showing the aeronautical need for airports over the next three 
years and containing 4,431 locations, was published by the C. A. A. 
on February 9. 

State and local sponsors then obtained sites, drew up plans and 
specifications, and submitted to the C. A, A. their formal application 
for federal aid. 

Twin Falls, Idaho, was the first community to receive a grant offer, 
when on May 7 the Administrator signed the papers for the construction 
of a new Class 3 airport at a cost of $647,221, of which $384,000 was in 
federal funds. 

On August 5 the 1947 and 1948 programs were merged into one. This 
combined program included tentative allocation of $64,816,515 to 896 
local sponsors, and $2,168,700 for projects in the territories and 
$17,524,250 in the Administrator’s discretionary fund. 





C. A. B. Approves T. W. A.-Delta 
Equipment Interchange Plan 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has issued an opinion and 
order in No. 2346, Transcontinental & Western Air, Inc.—Delta 
Interchange of Equipment, approving an equipment interchange 
agreement between Transcontinental & Western Air, Inc., and 
Delta Airlines, Inc., under sections 412 and 408 of the civil aero- 
nautics act. 

The agreement approved, according to the board, will per- 
mit the transportation of persons, property and mail between 
points on the routes of the two carriers without the necessity 
of changing planes at Cincinnati, O. 

Delta holds a certificate authorizing air transportation be- 
tween Cincinnati, Atlanta, Miami and other southern points as 
a portion of its route No. 54 and between Atlanta and various 
points east thereof as part of its route No. 24, while T. W. A. 
is authorized to operate between Cincinnati and Detroit via 
various intermediate points as part of its route 58, according to 
the board. It said that since May, 1941, the two airlines had 
maintained connecting service at Cincinnati for travel between 
the Great Lakes area and points in the south and southeast 
served by Delta. 


“The proposed interchange operation will provide a single 
plane service between Detroit, Toledo and Dayton, on the one 
hand, and Atlanta, Miami and other points on Delta’s routes 
in the south and southeast, on the other,” said the board. 


U. S. AIRLINE TARIFF RATES PROBE 


The Civil Aeronautics Board, by an order, designated as 
No. E-1076, entered in docket No. 3226, has instituted an in- 
vestigation into the reasonableness and lawfulness of Airfreight 
Tariff No. 1, C. A. B. 1, stating rates, charges, rules and regula- 
tions applicable to the interstate transportation of freight, filed 
on behalf of U. S. Airlines, Inc., and consolidated the proceed- 
ing with its general inquiry into air cargo rates ordered in 
docket No. 1705 et al. 


AIR SERVICE APPLICATIONS

No. 3228, Florida Airways, Inc., Orlando, Fla., for approval of 
change in service pattern over route No. 75, authorizing the omission 
of St. Augustine, Fla., on flight schedules (between Jacksonville and 
Orlando), until such time as the certificate of the applicant authorized 
night operations to that point. 

No. 3229, Strato-Freight, Inc., Pittsfield, Mass., for a permanent 
or temporary certificate authorizing scheduled air transportation of 
property only between Boston, Mass., and Chicago, Ill., via various 
intermediate points. 

No. 3231, Transcontinental & Western Air, Inc., Kansas City, Mo., 
for an exemption order authorizing applicant to continue operations to 
Madrid, Spain, as an intermediate point between Portugal and Algeria, 
on and after December 31, 1947.

1712 Million Truck and Bus Tires 
Manufactured in U. S. in 1947 


Production records established by American rubber manu- 
facturers in 1946 were shattered this year, and their 1947 out- 
put included a total of 17,500,000 truck and bus tires, as against 
a total of 15,832,000 such tires manufactured in 1946, said the 
Rubber Manufacturers Association in a year-end review of 
operations of the rubber industry. 

The association said that the mills of its members in 1947 
“chewed up a record 1,110,000 tons of new rubber and poured 
out a three billion dollar flood of finished products.” Truck, bus 
and passenger car tubes produced this year, it said, totaled 
80,000,000, compared with 77,251,000 in 1946, and passenger car 
tires built in 1947 totaled 77,000,000, compared with 66,466,000 
in 1946. 

Fubber consumption, by types, by the American manufac- 
turers of tires and tubes, the association said, comprised 556,000 
long tons of natural rubber, 554,000 long tons of synthetic, and 
285,000 long tons of reclaimed rubber, as against corresponding 
totals of 277,597, 761,699 and 275,410 long tons in 1946. 

“As of today,” it stated, ‘the industry is required to use 
American-made rubber to meet about one-third of its total re- 
quirements for new rubber. This is a national security stipula- 
tion laid down by the government last March 31 as insurance 
against repetition of the near disaster in 1942 which saw the 
U. S. cut off from virtually all sources of natural rubber... 
Actually, synthetic rubber consumption amounted to 50 per 
cent of our total requirements.” 


The association said that, by every index—‘“gasoline con- 
sumption, vehicle mileage, and others’—truck, bus and pas- 
senger car mileage had increased sharply since 1940 and that, 
as a consequence, passenger car tire production exceeded the 
best estimates of a year ago by roughly 25 per cent. 


In discussion of efforts by a House armed services sub- 
committee to obtain “a long-term solution to the rubber prob- 
lem,” the association said that rubber industry spokesmen had 
advocated before that subcommittee the retention, either in 
government or private hands, of general-purpose synthetic rub- 
ber capacity equal to 600,000 tons a year; modification of the 
“cross-licensing agreements,” and restriction of government re- 
search to its present scope. 


“There was general agreement oin both government and 
industry,” said the association, “that the government should 
retain certain of the capacity for security purposes. The ques- 
tion as to how and when disposition of plants should be made 
beyond that—one of the knottiest problems before the com- 
mittee—developed various views within the industry.”

Paul A. Sullivan, who heads the committee, asked those

Tennessee River Traffic Gain 
in 1947 Reported by T. V. A. 


Barge traffic on the Tennessee River, exclusive of sand and 
gravel and of the traffic below Kentucky dam (located near the 
confluence of the Tennessee with the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers), in the first six months of 1947 was nearly 25 per cent 
greater than the traffic volume in the first six months of 1945, 
the previous record traffic year, the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity board of directors said in its annual report to the President 
and Congress, covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 1947. 

It said that the Tennessee River traffic, ‘after a decline 
in the calendar year 1946, due largely to reconversion after the 
war,” had resumed in the first half of 1947 “the steady climb 
in volume which has generally characterized the trend since 
1939.” Ton-miles of freight, other than sand and gravel, trans- 
ported on the river in the first six months of this year, it said, 
reached an estimated total of 153,000,000. 

“Petroleum products and coal and coke constituted the 
bulk of the traffic during the six months,” said the T. V. A. 
board. “Petroleum products accounted for more than 82 mil- 
lion ton-miles, coal and coke for more than 43 million. Grain 
shipments, originating in the midwest, amounted to more than 
16 million ton-miles, forest products nearly 5 million, automo- 
biles more than 3 million, and aluminum more than a million 
and a half.” 

Gasoline, Packaged Freight Traffic 


Noting that Knoxville, Tenn., was the “head of navigation 
on the Tennessee,” the T. V. A. board said that the first ship- 
ment of gasoline had arrived .at Knoxville in November, 1946, 
and that by June of this year more than 50 per cent of all 
gasoline transported on the river was destined for that port. 
It added that the first shipment of packaged freight for export 
moved down the Tennessee, and that the first package freight 
shipment to the port of Knoxville occurred, in December, 1946, 
although regular barge service for this type of freight had not 
yet been established. 

“Shipments of asphaltic limestone, a valuable construction 
material, were begun in June, 1947,” the report continued. 
“This is a mineral resource of the region which never before 
has been accessible by the water route. 

“One of the most significant aspects of river traffic devel- 
opment is the increasing average length of haul. This is largely 
the result of the growing traffic in high value goods moving to 
and from the previously isolated ports in the middle and upper 
portions of the river. Currently the average haul is about 344 
miles, as compared with 307 miles during 1946 and 292 miles 
during 1945.” 

The T. V. A. regarded traffic volume development on the 
Tennessee as “highly encouraging, considering that the full- 
length channel was substantially completed only a couple of 
years ago, with the opening of the Kentucky Dam lock.” How- 
ever, it said, it was clear that the Tennessee River traffic was 
still in the early development stage. 


Estimate of Future Savings 

“From the experience of other improved rivers,” it de- 
clared, “it was estimated conservatively by T. V. A. that after 
15 years traffic on the Tennessee should reach 7,000,000 tons 
annually, with corresponding savings of $9,000,000 annually. 

“However, T. V. A. experience so far has shown that traffic 
does not develop automatically. Hence, T. V. A. in carrying 
out Congress’ instruction to ‘improve navigation in the Tennes- 
see,’ has sought to analyze the transportation economies in 
water transportation of various commodities, determining the 
factors and artificial barriers which restrict achievement of 
such economies, and providing shippers and barge-line operators 
with information and assistance in realizing economies through 
use of the river and in seeking the elimination of barriers and 
restrictive factors. 

“Among the restrictive factors is the total lack of joint 
barge-rail rates. While shippers have not yet actively sought 
their establishment, this is perhaps understandable in view of 
the difficulties experienced in obtaining them on other rivers. 

“Among other barriers are the general shortage of barge- 
line equipment and the absence of common carrier service for 
bulk or package freight for the benefit of the smaller shipper 
or receiver. There have been a few such barge movements on

the Tennessee, and none of the six barge lines authorized to pro- 
vide service on the Tennessee has actively offered the service on 
a scheduled basis.” 


High-Speed Automobile Barges 


New floating equipment had been developed to take ad- 
vantage of improvement of navigation channels in the Tennes- 
see, said the T. V. A., adding: 


Among these are new articulated or jointed barges representing 
an advance over the barge-towboat combination much as the latter 
was an improvement over the freight packet of the Mark Twain era. 


Several such units now operate between the Tennessee River and other 
ports. 


Among them are the Commercial Clipper and Commercial Express, 
put into service by Commercial Barge Lines, for high-speed transporta- 
tion of automobiles. Each is composed of a square-end middle section 
fitting between stern and bow sections and is capable of carrying a 
cargo of 600 automobiles at speed up to 17 miles an hour. The new 
barges save turn-around time by loading and unloading cars over ramps 
under their own power. An entire load of 600 cars can be loaded by 
this means in four hours. During the first six months of this year, the 
two vessels brought several thousand automobiles to Guntersville, Ala., 
for distribution to 162 points through the southeast. 

Other articulated barge units are used successfully to carry grain 
and oil, among them the Cartasca, designed to haul grain in bulk. 


Construction Of Terminals 


Privately owned terminal facilities, including storage facili- 
ties, which had been constructed along ‘the Tennessee were esti- 
mated to be worth $2,000,000 as of June 30, 1947, the T. V. A. 
stated. It said that five grain handling terminals were then in 
operation or were about to open; that eleven terminals for oil, 
with bulk storage facilities, had been completed, and that three 
terminals for petroleum products at Knoxville and one at Chat- 
tanooga had been completed in the fiscal year ended June 30. 

“A $315,000 grain terminal, elevator and feed mill were 
practically completed at Decatur, Ala., another grain terminal 

at Decatur doubled its elevator capacity to 800,000 bushels, and 
major additions and improvements were made to two cones 
terminals at Guntersville,” the T. V. A. said. 


Aid to Terminal Builders 


It said it had given technical advice and assistance on all 
this work so as to assure, among other things, efficient utiliza- 
tion of the limited waterfront lands, and that it also had helped 
prospective terminal builders on plans for a coal transfer facil- 
ity at Spring City, a grain terminal and Naval Reserve dock and 
armory at Knoxville, a sand and gravel plant at Decatur, and 
a crushed limestone dock on Wheeler Lake, Ala. 

T. V. A. public-use terminals, according to the report, han- 
dled more than 22,000 tons of miscellaneous freight in the fiscal 
year ended. June 30, and the shipments ranged from autos and 
grain to package freight. 

“This was an increase of about 6,000 tons over 1946,” it 
continued. “Revenues to date have been just about sufficient to 
pay the out-of-pocket expenses of terminals, including mainte- 
nance. Fuller use of the terminals and of the river will result 
from the solution of other problems, including lack of adequate 
common carrier service, absence of joint freight rates with land 
carriers, inequalities of existing rate structures of such car- 
riers, and the lack of warehousing facilities at the terminals.” 


1946 Water Carrier Financial 
Data Summarized 


Class A water carriers, 78 in number, having annual oper- 
ating revenues exceeding $500,000, had total operating revenues 
of $93,591,605, as compared with $104,980,519 in 1945, according 
to statement No. 4734, selected financial and operating statistics 
from annual reports of carriers by water for the year ended 
December 31, 1946, compiled by the Commission’s Bureau of 
Transport Economics and Statistics. 

Class B carriers, having average annual operating revenues 
exceeding $100,000 but not more than $500,000, numbering 101, 
reported total operating revenues of $29,333,473 for 1946 as 
compared with $28,318,344 for 1945, while 99 Class C carriers, 
with annual operating revenues less than $100,000, reported 
$5,442,686 for 1946, as compared with $8,066,696 in 1945. Total 
operating income for 278 carriers was $128,367,764 in 1946, 
against $141,365,559 in 1945. ' 

The figures, according to an introductory statement, do not 
include those for 21 carriers permitted to file general financial 
statements because their ships were requisitioned by the gov- 
ernment during the war period. 

The 32-page compilation gives the selected items by indi- 
vidual carriers in five navigation areas. For all areas, it shows 
$202,597,828 invested in transportation property and equipment 
and other investments of $49,462,075. Cash was reported as 
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$31,148,765, and materials and supplies as $3,059,338, total cur- 
rent assets amounting to $91,174,155. 

Capital stock of $100,806,905 and unmatured funded debt 
of $20,731,046 was shown for all navigation areas, with total 
current liabilities of $34,558,477. Accrued depreciation and 
amortization amounted to $109,454,185 and total corporate sur- 
plus to $83,329,877. 


Sea-Air Passenger Tariffs Filed 
at M. C. by Porto Rican Line 


The New York & Porto Rico Steamship Company (Porto 
Rican Line) has filed with the Maritime Commission two sea- 
air joint passenger tariffs, to become effective January 23, con- 
taining rules and regulations governing issuance of transporta- 
tion for round trip routings involving the use of the Porto Rican 
Line and Pan American Airways in operations (1) between New 
York City and San Juan, Puerto Rico, and (2) between New 
York and Trujillo City, Dominican Republic, via San Juan, and 
between San Juan and Trujillo City. 


The tariffs—Porto Rican Line’s U. S. M. C. No. 23, can- 
celling its U. S. M. C. No. 11, and covering the New York-San 
Juan service, filed with the commission’s domestic tariff section, 
and its general passenger tariff No. 3, filed with the foreign 
tariff section, covering the New York-Trujillo City and San 
Juan-Trujillo City services—were described at the commission 
as the first sea-air passenger tariffs to be filed with it. 


Porto Rican’s U. S. M. C. No. 23 makes reference to its 
U. S. M. C. No. 21, supplements thereto and reissues thereof, 
with respect to one-way fares between New York and San Juan 
over its line. It contains provisions under which passengers 
booked by Porto Rican Line or Pan American Airways may 
travel one way by air and one way by steamship on round trips 
between the points named or may make part of a one-way trip 
by air or sea and the remaining part by the alternate method 
of transportation, under stated conditions. Similar provisions 
are set forth in Porto Rican’s general passenger tariff No. 3, 
which reference is made to that carrier’s general passenger 
tariff No. 2, supplements thereto and reissues thereof, for the 
one-way fares between the points named in the tariff. 





M. C. HEARINGS ON SUBSIDIZED VESSEL WAGES 


The Maritime Commission has announced that a hearing 
will be held January 29, at New York, N. Y., in the director’s 
room of the Maritime Association of the Port of New York, 
80 Broad St., before Chief Examiner G. O. Basham, to deter- 
mine minimum wages, minimum manning and reasonable work- 
ing conditions on subsidized vessels. Hearings have previously 
been assigned in the matter for January 23 at New Orleans 
and January 15 at San Francisco. The M. C. said the New York 
assignment completed its schedule of hearings in this pro- 
ceeding. 





TANKERS FOR DOMESTIC SERVICE 

Organization of Coastwise Bulk Carriers, Inc., to operate 
tankers in the domestic trades has been announced by William 
T. Sexton, Sr., president. Mr. Sexton said a contract for opera- 
tion of the tankers will be negotiated with Coastwise Line 
which currently maintains a Pacific coastwise service as well 
as a world-wide tramping operation. Tankers acquired by 
Coastwise Bulk Carriers, Inc., will be operated in coastwise, 
intercoastal and Gulf services, said Mr. Sexton.

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Stuart Daggett Leads A. E. A. 
Discussion on Rate Bureaus 


“Rail traffic associations of a sort will doubtless continue, 
even if the Reed-Bulwinkle bills do not pass and the Supreme 
Court adheres to a strict construction of the antitrust laws,” 
Professor Stuart Daggett, of the University of California, stated 
December 30 in Chicago. Speaking on railroad traffic associa- 
tions and antitrust legislation before the session on transporta- 
tion and public utilities of the American Economic Association, 
at the Sheraton Hotel, Professor Daggett said there is little 
evidence that the Department of Justice has impressed public 
opinion by is criticisms of rate bureaus. 

Technically, such rate bureaus are efficient devices for con- 
sidering rate changes in which more than one road is inter- 
ested, he said, adding: 


This is-because they provide, place, time, and established procedure 
for discussion. . , . Shippers also benefit, because notice of all changes 
is published before action is taken; because anyone who desires is 
given opportunity to be heard; and because any shipper may have a 
proposal of his own docketed and may appeal from a lower to a higher 
committee of the first decision is adverse. It is true that railroad con- 
ferences are not impartial judicial agencies, but neither would indi- 
vidual carriers be impartial if separately approached. 


Examining the Department of Justice’s criticism as to the 
slowness of association procedure, the speaker said the extent 
of delay depends upon the particular cases, and that non-con- 
tentious proposals seem to be promptly handled. Evidence from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad covering three months in 1942 shows 
that 47 per cent of the proposals which that carrier submitted 
to conference were disposed of within 15 days, he’said. “Un- 
doubtedly the procedure of traffic associations, notably when 
dealing with transcontinental rates, is cumbrous. On the other 
hand, it cannot be assumed that a shipper who attempted to 
secure a rate change that required the cooperation of or affected 
the interests of several railroads would obtain quick disposition. 
... Proposals to make alterations in a tariff structure deserve 
careful preliminary consideration. Rate stability has its merits 
as well as rapidity of change.” 

The balance of advantage from the point of view of pro- 
cedure is on the side of joint rather than of individual examina- 
tion of suggestions for modification of existing railroad charges, 
continued Professor Daggett. 


Competition Still Exists 


The contention of the Department of Justice that rate 
bureaus eliminate competition was described by the speaker as 
“an over-statement which should be obvious to anyone familiar 
with the efforts of rail traffic officers to attract business from 
each other or to any observer who is acquainted with the 
structure of railroad tariffs.” 

Continuing, he said: 


There is some reason to expect, however, that traffic associations 
may modify the intensity of inter-railroad rate rivalries. Individual 
railroads are not bound by decisions of traffic association; they do 
accept most of them. This alone is not proof of restraint; partly be- 
cause requests for rate changes initiated by shippers and denied by 
associations frequently contemplate reductions which railroads would 
individually refuse, and partly because independent rate cutting, with 
or without an association, is expensive when it starts a fight. 

It is evident, however, that early knowledge of what its competi- 
tors will do is an advantage to any company in setting price, and that 
a chance for friendly argument is not to be despised. This is oligopoly 
and, in the extreme case, it has a flavor of monopoly control. Carriers 
emphasize the lack of authority of rate bureaus. The public has always 
believed, however, that while traffic associations need not keep rates 
high, the policy and tendency of rate bureaus is to raise railroad rates 
or to slacken the speed of their decline. It is very likely that, in this 
opinion, the public has been right. 


Reviews Socony Decision 


Professor Daggett, after briefly touching upon recent legal 
decisions bearing on utility regulation, asserted that the legal 
argument against the continuance of present railroad traffic 
associations is uncomfortably strong, from the point of view of 
those who believe in the usefulness of associations, unless, at 
least, their current functions are considerably curtailed. 

He referred specifically to the Supreme Court’s decision in 
the case of U. S. vs. Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., 1940, terming it 
the last major decision expounding the meaning of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The Socony case involved an agreement by pro- 
ducers to control distress selling in the oil industry, the large 
oil companies arranging to purchase, at fair market prices, the 
surplus which independent refineries were about to sell. 

In that case, he said, the court held “that a combination 
formed for the purpose and with the effect of raising or stabilizing 
prices was illegal per se; that there might be effective control 
Over a market, even though the power possessed fell far short 
of domination; that the fact that buying programs may have 
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been consistent with the general objectives of the national indus- 
trial recovery act did not relieve the parties from the prohibi- 
tions of the Sherman law.” 

It follows from this last court ruling, he concluded, that an 
agreement with reference to price is illegal under the Sherman 
act. “While the Socony and other recent cases do not deal with 
carriers, and while it would be presumptuous to predict the 
opinion of the Supreme Court in pending litigation, the tendency 
of the court to strict construction of anti-monopoly legislation 
is very clear. 

The speaker predicted that the suit of the Department of 
Justice against the nation’s railroads, brought at Lincoln, Neb., 
and still before the district court there, would ultimately reach 
the Supreme Court. 


Daggett Views Supported 


Professor Lewis C. Sorrell, of the University of Chicago, 
and Professor Ralph Dewey, of Ohio State University, pre- 
sented brief papers before the same session, supporting Pro- 
fessor Daggett’s general position advocating passage of some 
law such as embodied the Reed Bulwinkle bill which is sup- 
ported by public opinion. 

Professor Sorrell cited as one of the advantages of rate 
bureaus the fact that the number of tariffs that must be pub- 
lished, filed, and distributed has been greatly reduced thereby. 
While joint publication does not necessitate joint consideration, 
much of the benefit of joint publication would be dissipated if 
each carrier determined its own rates without conference with 
others, he said, adding that “tariff simplification, so much de- 
sired by all who must deal in frefght rates, and really impera- 
tive under the impact of competition from other modes of 
transport, cannot be attained without conference between car- 
riers.” 

Professor Dewey declared that an all-out attempt to bar 
rate agreements would result in railroad mergers which would 
intensify those features of transportation which the Department 
of Justice now considers objectionable in rate associations. The 
real issue is not one of monopoly versus competition, but to 
insure that railroad traffic associaitons serve the public interest, 
he said. 

In the discussion period, several participants expressed 
regret that some points made by the Department of Justice 
had not been discussed, particularly the department’s criticism 
of carrier agreements on services. “Agreements among rail- 
roads as to permissible schedules and types of equipment are 
against the public interest,” stated Professor Leonard, of Rut- 
gers University. 


Bureaus Could Be Improved 


Professor Daggett, in his summary, observed there was 
general agreement that rate associations have worked reason- 
ably well, but that they could be improved. He cited several 
ways in which joint action by the railroads could be improved, 
suggesting that rate associations should be careful to give 
ample preliminary notice to shippers of contemplated rate 
changes, even in emergency cases. The procedure concerning 
several large rate areas could also be improved, he said, observ- 
ing that the joint contact committees which consider inter-area 
proposals now lack the jurisdiction to take final action and must 
refer the proposals back to the regular traffic organizations. 

Carriers should strive to improve methods for settling dis- 
putes over divisions which often hold up rate proposals affecting 
more than one area, he suggested. 

The speaker said he should not like to see a representative 
of the Commission seated on traffic associations, adding that the 
Commission should remain a regulatory rather than an admin- 
istrative body. 

“It is not unreasonable,” he concluded, “to believe that 
railroad associations do, on the whole, encourage constructive 
consideration of the larger problems of the railroad industry 
and that regulatory control is sufficient, in these days, to pro- 
tect the public from abuse. Associations are extremely useful 
from the technical point of view. If these simple conclusions 
are correct, rate bureaus should be continued, with such regu- 
lation as may seem appropriate but yet substantially in their 
present form. Railroads would not stop running if the functions 
of traffic associations were greatly reduced, but their efficiency 
might be impaired.” 


C. OF A. T. DETROIT BRANCH EXPANDS 


The continued growth of the Detroit branch of the College 
of Advanced Traffic since its opening on May 1, 1947, has 
necessitated the addition of approximately a thousand square 
feet of classroom space. According to Alex E. Berendt, manag- 
ing director of the branch, the additional space will enable the 
college to meet the demand for more day and evening classes, 
the first of which is scheduled to open later this month. With 
this expansion, the college will occupy practically the entire 
right wing on the second floor of the Ford Building in Detroit.

LOSS and DAMAGE 
DECISIONS 


Traffic Cases Recently Decided by State and Federal Courts 


Digests taken from Reporters and Digests of 
National Reporter System, published by West 
Publishing Company, St. Paul, Minn.

(Supreme Court of New Mexico.) The 
defense of limitation to time in which a 
suit may be brought for damage to an 
interstate shipment as fixed in Com- 
merce Act may not be waived, even 
though delay be caused by carrier treat- 
ing with claimant for settlement and 
thereby leading him to believe his claim 
would be settled without suit. Interstate 
Commerce Act, Sec. 20, 49 U. S. C. A. 
Sec. 20. 

Where uniform bill of lading pre- 
scribed by Interstate Commerce Com- 
Mission required shipper’s action for 
damages to be brought within two years 
and one day from carrier’s rejection of 
shipper’s claim for damages, limitation 
started running with carrier’s first re- 
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jection of claim, so that action brought 
more than two years and one day after 
such date was barred, notwithstanding 
that carrier continued to negotiate with 
shipper and that action was brought in 
less than two years after negotiations 
were finally terminated. Interstate Com- 
merce Act, Sec. 20, 49 U. S. C. A. Sec. 20. 
(Barber vs. Southern Pacific Co., 185 
Pac. Rep. 2d. 979.) 


(Court of Appeals of Georgia, Divi- 
sion No. 2.) Question of validity of stipu- 
lations in bills of lading covering inter- 
state shipments is a federal question, and 
state court must follow applicable fed- 
eral statutes and decisions, though fed- 
eral courts may hold contrary to state 
jurisprudence. 


In considering whether a shipper had 
an opportunity to choose between com- 
mon-law rate and limited liability rate, 
the question is not what the contract re- 
cites in respect to the matter, but 
whether the shipper had in fact a chance 
to choose between his common-law rate 
and a lower rate with limited liability. 

Railroad’s liability to shipper for dam- 
age to used furniture was not limited to 
$1 per hundred pounds in accordance 
with released valuation agreement, 
rather than common-law actual value, on 


ground that shipper had a choice to 
choose between a common-law rate and 
a lower rate with limited liability and 
chose lower rate, where freight charge 
on furniture was $266.40 and rate under 
other classifications was $161.20, though 
packing charge made for furniture was 
$125 under released agreement while 
packing charge under other classifica- 
tions would have been $500 and tariff 
provided that if shipper declined to re- 
lease value, shipment would not be 
taken. 

Released rate order of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission providing for re- 
leased valuation of $1 per hundred 
pounds for used, mixed furniture, and 
classification tariff providing that “if 
shipper declines to declare or release 
value. Not taken’, violated federal stat- 
ute making a limitation on liability void 
except under certain circumstances, and 
therefore provision in bill of lading lim- 
iting railroad’s liability to $1 per hun- 
dred pounds for used furniture was in- 
valid as violative of public policy, though 
supported by a valuable consideration, 
and shipper was not estopped to claim 
full amount of damage to furniture. In- 
terstate Commerce Act, Sec. 20(11), 49 
U. S. C. A. Sec. 20(11). (Southern Ry. 
Co. vs. Porter, 44 S. E. Rep. 2d. 688.)

Sales—Passage of Title Where Freight 
Charges Paid by Seller 


iMinois.—Question: We make ship- 
ments to our various customers and 
some of our orders carry the following: 


1. F.O.B. point of origin. 
2. F.O.B. point of origin, freight prepaid. 
3. F.O.B: point of origin, freight allowed. 


Please advise when the title to the 
merchandise passes to the consignee. I 
have a few of your interpretations and 
I would like to be definitely sure about 
the above. 

Answer: As to goods sold f.o.b. origin, 
freight charges to be paid by the buyer, 
title to the goods passes to the buyer at 
point of origin. 

Where the goods are sold f.o.b. point 
of origin, freight charges being paid by 
the seller, but charged to the buyer, title 
passes to the buyer at point of origin. 
United States vs. Andrews, 207 U. S. 
239, 28 D. Ct. 100. 

Where, however, freight charges are 
assumed by the seller, whether title 
passes to the buyer at point of origin, 
even though the term f.o.b. point of 
origin is used, has not, so far as we can 
find, been the subject to a decision of 
the courts. 

Set-Offs 

Massachusetts.—Question: We are ex- 
periencing considerable difficulty in ob- 
taining settlement from several motor 
carriers. In each instance we believe 
there is sufficient evidence to prove our 
contention that these carriers should 
effect settlement for the filed amount. 

The question has been raised as to 
claimant’s right to deduct freight charges 
due carriers involved in nonpayment of 


claims. We would appreciate your citing 
any cases where claimants have taken 
this action and been upheld by ‘the 
courts, and if it is definitely improper 
to effect collection of claims through 
this medium will you let us know? 

Answer: In Chicago & North Western 
Ry. Co. vs. Lindell, 281 U. S. 14, 50 S. 
Ct. 200, the Supreme Court of the United 
States held that the practice of deter- 
mining claims of shippers for loss or 
damage in suits brought by carriers to 
collect transportation charges is not re- 
pugnant to the rule prohibiting the pay- 
ment of such charges otherwise than in 
money; that the adjudication in one suit 
of the respective claims of plaintiff and 
defendant is the practical equivalent of 
charging a judgment obtained in one ac- 
tion against that secured in another; 
that neither is to be distinguished from 
payment in money. 

In the course of its decision the court 
said that the purpose of the act to pre- 
vent discrimination has been emphasized 
by that court and is well known; that, 
since its enactment, carriers may not 
accept service, advertising, property or 
a release of claim for damages in pay- 
ment of transportation; that they are 
required to collect the established rates, 
charges and fares from all alike in cash. 
Louisville & Nashville R. Co. vs. Mott- 
ley, 219 U. S. 467; 31, S. Ct. 265; Chi- 
cago, Ind. & L. Ry. Co. vs. United 
States, 218 U. S. 486, 31 S. Ct. 272; 
Lake & Export Coal Corp. vs. Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Ry. Co., 1 Fed. 2d 968, 
and State vs. Union Pac. R. Co., 87 Neb. 
29, are cited. 

While it is the duty of the shipper to 
pay and the carrier to collect the law- 
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fully published freight charges, in an 
action to recover freight charges, if the 
bringing of an action is necessary by 
reason of the refusal of the shipper to 
pay these charges, the shipper’s claim 
for damages may be adjudicated in the 
same action. 

_ However, as we understand the de- 
cision in the case first cited above, there 
can be no deduction of the amount of 
a claim from the amount due a carrier 
for transportation, except under an ad- 
judication of the respective claims of the 
carrier and shipper by a court. 

Bailments 
illinois—Question: The question we 
have to present concerns liability in the 
event a carrier on his own initiative de- 
livers an “over” shipment to the wrong 
party. 

The package of material in question 
was found by the carrier at one of their 
stations without marks, and the only 
identification was a manufacturer’s 
stamp on the container, which happened 
to be a spool. The carrier corresponded 
with the manufacturer, and arrange- 
ments were made to have the property 
delivered to the manufacturer without 
any expressed obligation. 

Some ten months later, the carrier at- 
tempted to recover the property, as a 
claim had been presented for identical 
material. It so happened that the manu- 
facturer had no use for the material, 
and it was therefore disposed of as junk. 
The carrier demanded the full amount 
of the claim from the manufacturer. 

Will you please enlighten us by an- 
swering the following questions: 


What is the manufacturer’s liability in a 
case such as this? 

What statute of limitations would apply? 

Can a carrier recover from manufacturer; 
if so, what amount? 


Cite parallel cases, if any. 

_ What would be manufacturer’s liabil- 
ity in the event the carrier delivered the 
overage because they assumed the ma- 
terial to be the manufacturer’s, and 
there were no definite marks of identi- 
fication, the only clue being a similarity 
of products? 

Answer: A bailment may be defined 
as a delivery of personalty for some 
particular purpose, or on mere deposit, 
upon a contract, express or implied, 
that after the purpose has been fulfileld, 
it shall be redelivered to the person who 
delivered it, or kept until he reclaims it, 
as the case may be. 

It is of the very essence of a contract 
of bailment that it shall contemplate the 
return of the property bailed, either in 
the same, or in an altered form; or its 
delivery to some third person, with the 
express or implied consent of the bailor; 
and in this respect a bailment is to be 
distinguished from a sale, and exchange, 
or a gift. A stipulation for the return of 
the property bailed is unnecessary to 
constitute a bailment, at least if the 
bailor has a right to retake the goods. 

Bailments for the sole benefit of the 
bailor include the depositum and the 
mandatum, of which the depositum or 
deposit is a naked bailment of personal 
property, to be kept for the depositor 
without reward. 

It is a sufficient excuse for nondeliv- 
ery or misdelivery that the property has 
been lost or destroyed without fault of 
the bailee. So a loss by theft without 
negligence on the bailee’s part is suffi- 
cient excuse for nondelivery. 

If the bailee destroys the thing bailed, 
by misuser or otherwise, he is liable for 
the conversion. 

In the absence of statute or of an 
agreement, either express or implied, 
giving him such power, the bailee can- 
not sell, pledge or mortgage, exchange, 
or give away the property, or otherwise

expressly or impliedly transfer it so as 
to give title even to one acting bona fide 
and without notice of the bailee’s status. 


A right of action accrues to the bailor 
where the subject matter of the bail- 
ment has been used differently from 
what was intended or the bailee fails to 
deliver over or to redeliver in accord- 
ance with the contract. 


The bailor may sue the bailee in as- 
sumpsit where the subject matter has 
been sold by the bailee or otherwise con- 
verted into money or money’s worth. 

Trespass will lie where the bailee has 
destroyed the bailed property or lost it. 


The measure of damages for the con- 
version if the subject matter of the bail- 
ment, or its loss or destruction through 
the negligence or other wrongful act of 
the bailee, is the value of the property 
at the time of its conversion or loss or 
destruction, with interest from that 
time, such value being the amount fixed 
by the terms of the contract, if any, and 
where not so fixed, the market value at 
the time of the conversion or loss or 
destruction. 

As a general rule, since statutes of 
limitation affect the remedy only, an 
action on a contract is governed by the 
lex fori, that is, by the statutes of the 
state or country in which the action is 
brought, and not the lex loci contractus 
or the lex domicilii. 

In many of the states, while the fore- 
going general rule making the lex fori 
the law controlling the limitation of ac- 
tions is recognized, various statutory 
provisions exist giving effect to foreign 
acts of limitation under prescribed con- 
ditions, a condition often imposed having 
reference to the residence of the parties, 
particularly in the foreign jurisdiction. 


Validity of the statute has been upheld 
and the statutory provisions have been 
construed in numerous cases. 


The above is a statement of the law of 
bailments which is applicable if the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the delivery of 
the property to your company were such 
as to constitute an express or implied 
bailment of the property, solely for the 
benefit of the bailor. 


Of course, if- there was in fact a gift 
of the property, there was no liability 
on your part. 


Regarding the last paragraph of your 
inquiry, it constitutes a conversion to 
receive property from one who‘has no 
right to part with or dispose of it, and 
thereafter to use, sell, or exercise do- 
minion over it, whether with knowledge 
of the owner’s rights with respect to such 
property, or in good faith without any 
notice whatever of the rights of the 
owner. 38 Cyc. 2024. U. S. Naval Stores 
Co. vs. United States, 240 U. S., 284; 
Ward vs. Carey, 166 N. W. 952—a Mich- 
igan case; Spencer vs. Spencer Dowler 
Co., 100 S. E. 651; Page vs. Clark, 165 
N. Y. S. 1058; Clark vs. Whittens, 171 
Pac. 746, 195 N. Y. S. 848; 267 S. W. 
777; 245 Pac. 734. 

In the Naval Stores Co. case the court 
said: “Defendant cannot take a benefit 
from one who had no right to give it, 
without at the same time assuming re- 
sponsibility for that which he did.” 
Sales—Duty of Seller to Comply with 

Shipping Instructions 


Texas.—Question: We refer to ques- 
tion on page 1614 of the Traffic World 
of November 29, 1947, under the above 
caption. 

We note the question of liability of 
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vendors when disregarding routing spec- 
ifications; also the second part of the 
question concerning ownership of the 
original copy of the bill of lading. 


We have read and reread the answer 
contained on pages 1614 and 1615 and 
do not find that you have covered that 
phase relative to ownership of the orig- 
inal copy of.the bill of lading. If you 
have any knowledge of a ruling, either 
formal or informal, as to such owner- 
ship, will you kindly amend your answer 
in as early an issue as possible? 


Answer: Any provision of the law, if 
any, which deals with the right to pos- 
session of the bill of lading covering a 
shipment sold f. o. b. destination, where 
the freight is prepaid, is to be found in 
the laws of the several states which re- 
late to the law of sales. 


There is no provision in the federal 
bills of lading act nor other federal stat- 
utes, so far as we are aware. 

It would seem that as to such ship- 
ments the seller is entitled to possession 
of the bill of lading. 


Cc. O. D. Shipments—Liability for Col- 
lection of Amount of C. O. D. 


The following communication has been 
received regarding our answer to Ken- 
tucky, on page 1772 of the December 13, 
1947 Traffic World, under the above cap- 
tion: 

It may interest some of your readers to 
know that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is conducting an investigation concerning 
this particular matter under a docket known 
as Ex Parte No. WC-42, on which a hearing 
will be held in Washington, D. C., on Janu- 
ary 13, 1948. One of the questions to be 
decided by this investigation is whether the 
C.0.D. moneys are to be paid direct to con- 
signor by the delivering carrier.

Conclusions and Findings 


Upon further hearing we conclude and find: 

1. It is requisite (a) for carrying out the purposes of the national 
transportation policy, and the development, coordination, and preser- 
vation of a national transportation system adequate to meet the needs 
of commerce, the postal service, and the national defense, and in order 
that freight rates and charges shall be such as to move the greatest 
volume of traffic, while providing adequate and efficient transportation 
at the lowest cost consistent with the furnishing of such service, and 
(b) to enable the petitioning and intervening carriers and freight for- 
warders under honest, economical and efficient management to provide 
such service, and (c) to meet increased wages, the additional payroll 
taxes incident thereto, and increased costs of materials and supplies, 
that there be further increases in the basic freight rates and charges 
of the petitioners and interveners, as herein specified. 

2. Except as otherwise specifically provided in these findings, all basic 
treight rates and charges of the petitioning carriers, including rates and 
charges for the transportation of milk and cream in passenger service, 
but not including demurrage charges for the detention of freight cars, 
May be justly and reasonably increased for the future, for the period 
hereinafter specified in finding 13, by 20 per cent. So increased, the 
generality of freight rates and charges will not be in excess of a just 
and reasonable basis of rates. By basic freight rates and charges are 
meant those now in effect or those which may hereafter become effec- 
tive, whether by order of the Commission or voluntary act of the 
petitioning and intervening carriers (including rates held under in- 
vestigation and suspension orders), excluding, however, such portion 
thereof as represents the temporary increases authorized by the report 
and orders entered herein on Oct. 6, 1947. In other words, the increases 
here authorized include and displace those previously authorized in 
our report and orders of October 6, 1947, currently in effect, and may 
be added to the same base rates and charges as those to which such 
currently effective increases are added. Increases in rates and charges 
so made will have the effect of materially increasing the revenues of 
the petitioners. i 

3. Increases in charges for protective service require further con- 
sideration and no increase will be authorized at this time. 

4. The basic line-haul rates on iron ore, aluminum ore and con- 
centrates, copper ore and concentrates, lead ore and concentrates and 
zinc ore and concentrates (classes 309, 311, 313, 315, and 317 of the 
Freight Commodity Classification), may be increased 20 cents per ton, 
net or gross as rated, for the period hereinafter specified in finding 13, 
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except that no increases shall be made in the line-haul rates on iron 
ore to or handling charges on iron ore at the upper lake ports. 

5. The basic line-haul rates on coal and coke, including lignite, 
may be increased 20 cents per net ton or 22 cents per gross ton, for the 
period hereinafter specified in finding 13. When coal, coke, or lignite, 
are transported by water preceded and followed by rail transportation 
or transported by rail at a combination of two separately established 
rates, the aggregate amount of the two rail factors shall be considered 
as the rate to be increased as provided in this paragraph, and be sub- 
jected to a single increase. A single increase shall also be applied to 
rail-barge, and barge-rail movements of coal, coke, or lignite. 

6. Joint international rates to and from Canada or Mexico may be 
increased to the same extent and in the same manner as is here 
authorized within the United States. When rates on international traffic 
are made by the use of combinations on the international border, the 
factor within the United States to or from the international border may 
be increased to the same extent and in the same manner as is here 
authorized within the United States. 

7. The increases herein authorized may be applied to joint rates 
with water carriers or motor carriers to the same extent and in the 
same manner as is provided for all-rail rates. 

8. Where carriers earn specific stated amounts as their compensation 
or division out of joint through rates, such amounts should be increased 
in the same percentages as the joint through rates. 

9. Where the charges of carriers for switching or other services 
are paid (absorbed), in whgle or in part, by other carriers and such 
charges are increased under the authority of this report, the amount 
so paid or absorbed should be increased by the same percentage. 

10. Rates and charges increased as herein authorized are not con- 
sidered as prescribed rates, within the meaning of Arizona Grocery Co. 
vs. Atchison T. & S. F. Ry. Co., 284 U. S. 370. 

11. The increased rates herein authorized shall be published in the 
tariffs, and applied as a percentage increase in the amount of the total 
freight charges as shown by the freight bill, exclusive of the 3 per cent 
federal transportation tax, except as otherwise provided, on coal, coke, 
lignite, and iron ore, and other commodities specified in finding 4 above. 

12. Freight forwarders may increase their rates and charges simul- 
taneously and ratably, or in direct proportion to analogous or corre- 
sponding increases made in the freight rates and charges of the com- 
mon carriers whose facilities and transportation service are used. No 
order is considered necessary to enable them to publish and file such 
increased rates other than under section 405 of the act, and if published 
they will be subject to possible protest and suspension. Appropriate 


. orders will be entered under that section upon proper applications. 


13. The increases here authorized are intended only as an interim 
adjustment, and the authority to maintain them will expire June 30, 
1948, unless sooner terminated or modified or superseded by our report 
and order upon further consideration herein. 

In our report of October 6, 1947, in which we approved the first 
interim increase in rates in this proceeding, we referred to the fact 
that a 10 per cent increase would exceed the maximum amounts of 
increases proposed in the amended petition of September 5, 1947, and 
stated that the carriers had agreed that they would undertake to make 
reparation payments upon any shipments on which the interim increases 
exceeded the maximum increases specified in such amended petition. It 
is clear that under the percentage increases here approved there will 
be more instances in.which the increases, in absolute amounts, will 
exceed the maximum hold-downs set out in the amended petition of 
September 5, 1947. The arrangement previously proposed by the car- 
riers, therefore, in connection with the first interim increase should 
be observed during the pendency of the one here approved, with the 
further proviso that for iron and steel and the products thereof the 
maximum should be 11 cents per 100 pounds (or $2.20 per ton, net or 
gross as rated) as proposed in the amended petition of December 3, 
1947, and the same maximum should be observed for aluminum, copper, 
lead, and zine and the corresponding products of such non-ferrous 
metals, including scrap. 

The record in this proceeding will be held open for further con- 
sideration pending final determination of the issues involved. Appro- 
priate orders for relief under sections 4(1), 6, 217, 306, and 405 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act will be entered. 


Commissioner Johnson participated in the disposition of this pro- 
ceeding. 


The Commission’s Orders 


Appended to the report were an order in Ex Parte 166 to 
give effect to the Commission’s findings and modify outstand- 
ing unexpired orders in other proceedings, together with fourth 


section order No. 15850 and the necessary special permission. 
The orders follow: 


Ex Parte No. 166: Increased freight rates, 1947. 

Full hearing and oral argument having been had upon the petition 
filed by the carriers parties to the above-entitled proceeding under 
date of July 3, 1947, as amended by supplemental petitions dated July 
23, September 5, and December 3, 1947; : 

And it appearing, that the Commission this day has made a report 
on further hearing containing its findings of fact and conclusions 
thereon which said report, together with its first report of October 6, 
1947, is hereby referred to and made a part hereof: 

It is ordered, that the further increases in freight rates and charges, 
to the extent authorized in the report of this date, may be made effec- 
tive upon not less than five days’ notice to the Commission and to 
the general public, by filing and posting in the manner prescribed in 
the interstate commerce act; 

It is further ordered, that outstanding unexpired orders in other 
proceedings are hereby modified so as to permit establishment of the 
further increases in freight rates and charges herein authorized; 

And it is further ordered, that all tariff schedules changing rates

without observing the provisions of section 4 of the act; 

And it is further ordered, That all tariff schedules containirig rates 
in contravention of the provisions of section 4 established under the 
authority contained herein, shall make specific reference to this order. 
Amendment of Special Permission No. 35000, Authorizing Certain De- 

partures: from the Commission’s Published Tariff Regulations 

It appearing, That on October 6, 1947, the Commission entered 
Special Permission No. 35000, authorizing carriers parties to the above- 
entitled proceeding to depart, to the extent specified in said permission, 
from the Commission’s published tariff rules in making effective the 
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interim increases in freight rates and charges as provided in the Com- 
mission’s report and orders of the same date. 

It is ordered, That said special permission be, and it is hereby, 
amended to permit the establishment, in the same manner and subject 
to the same limitations as therein provided, of the further increases in 
freight rates and charges authorized by the Commission in‘its further 
report and orders of this date in said proceeding.

The best railroad news of the year is the prompt and unanimous 
action of the Interstate Commerce Commission in granting a further 
interim increase in freight rates. The Commission has shown itself 
realistically aware of the railroads’ critical need for additional revenue 
to meet increases in costs which have already taken place, and at the 
same time it has allowed itself full opportunity to complete its study 
of the voluminous record before it. We are confident that, when this 
study is complete, and final action is taken, the Commission will grant 
permanent increases sufficient to insure for the nation a sound and 
healthy railroad system.
